THE BALTIMORE & OHIO MYSTERY. 


Farther Inquiry Conceraing the Death of E. 
H. F. McDonald of London, Ont. 

No new light was to be found yesterday 
upon the mystery surrounding the death of 
E. H. F. McDonald, whose body was taken 
trom the Baitimore & Ohio sleeper Thursday. 
So far as could ve learned from Mr. Robert 
Bullen, the pawnbroker at No. 186 Clark street, 
and R. F. McDonaid, a son of the aeceased, 
who is attending a dental college in this city 
and living with nis uncle. Mr. Bullen, it ap- 
pears that the dead man was a very peculiar 
character. He was about 45 years of age and 
bad been married twice, the son be 
ing of the first wedding, and the sec- 
ond wife and a dauguter now residing 
in London, Ont. About thirteen years 
agoj be was in partnership with Mr. Bullen 
bere zu the jewelry business, but since that 
time had traveled and worked for different in- 
surance companies and collecting agencies, 
The sou last saw bis father in April, and then 
only for a sbort time, and, so far ag be knows, 
none of the other members of the family bad 
any definit Knowledge of bis woereabouts from 
that time until bis death was reported. The 
son expisins tuis by Saying that the father bad 
business which called him all over the United 
States and Canada, and was not acouktomed to 
stopping for any great length of time at any 
one piace. He seldom went to London, Ont., 
and bis wife and child there beid po regular 
vommunication with him. There is no ex- 
pianation of this statement, for all the inter- 
ested parties are inclined to be reticent about 
the family affairs of the dead man. 
Both Mr. Bullen and the son positively deny 
that they are authority for the story that he 
carried an insurance of $30,000 upon bis life. 
They never knew that he had a life-insuraoce 
of any kind, nor did the wife, and they appear 
to be certain that ifsuch had been the case 
either the wife or children would bave been 
named as the beneficiaries. At the time the 
younger McDonald last saw his father alive he 
was employed as a traveling aeent for the 
United States & Canada Deaiers’ Protective & 
Detective Association, which has a Chicago 
office at Room 20, No. 139 Madison street. 
Both be and Mr. Bullen, bowever, have some 
information that leads them to believe that be 
Started in business for himself a month 
or two agro in the same line of 
work, but the manager of the associa- 
non could not be reached yesterday at bis 
bome in Elgin. The friends of the dead man 
bere are impressed with the theory that be 
was the victim of foul play in Detroit, fot they 
declare that be was not in the habit of becom- 
ing intoxicated, am was a mau of.sober and 
regular habits. They did not know enough of 
his business lately to form the least idea of 
the amount of money be may have bad with 
him in Detroit, but claim that be could have 
had no other object than business in visiting 
that city. He was a man of very modest 
dress and demeanor, and was never known to 
wear an expensive wateh or jewelry of aur 
great value. | 

The body was shipped to London, Out., for 
burial Saturday night, according to the order 
of Mr. Robert Waliace, the brother-in-law of 
The Chicago peo- 
ple can as yet furnish no expiapation of Mr. 
Wallace's telegram to the Coroner of Friday, 
nor bow he came to kuow of McDonald's death 
at that early date. The letter he spoke of bav- 
ing written to Mr. Bullen of the game date as 
the Coroner's message bas not yet arrived.

THE TALK IN WASHINGTON. 


Cleveland’s Retreat in the Benton Case Ac- 
counted For—Other Matters. 

WasninctTos, D. G.. Nov. 21.—(Speetal.|— 
Another reason for the President's back down 
in the Benton casa, it is ead, is that by his 
action the votes of Senators Vest and Cockrell 
for the confirmation of Recorder Matthews are 
assured, whereas they were reported to have 
voted for his rejection at the last session. It 
is known that the President is quite anxious tu 
have Matthews confirmed, the more so since 
the reasons ior bis rejection now are justas 
strong as they were four months ago. Ali re- 

agree that Joe Blackburn refuses to with- 
draw bis opposition, and Mr. Cleveland must 
make some trades if other Democratic Sena- 
tors are to be weaned away from the Ken- 
tuckian. The Republicans have not taken 
much ioterest in the quarrel, but some who 
voted for Matthews’ confirmation are likely to 
be the other way this time. They take tae 
view that, the situation not baving changed in 
the slightest, the course of the President in 
renominating the representative of the Albany 
colored Democracy was a direct: slap at the 
Senate. 

The new rules of the House will be put to 
their first real test at the coming sbort session. 
It wül then be seen whether the parceling out 
of the appropriations among half a dozen vom- 


_mittees will endure. Last session was so long 


that there was ample time for the different 
committees to do their work. Thus tar, out- 
side of the Appropriauons Committee, which 
expects a quorum at its meeting tomorrow, nao 
effort has been made to put the appropriation. 
measures for the different branches of the 
Government in shape ior the first month of 
Congress. This applies to the Army, Navy, 
Indian, Post-Offica and Forellen Affairs Com- 
mittees. None of the CObairmen have yet 
called for the department estimates. 

President Cleveland has just issued an order 
closing the grounds in the rear of the White 
House from 5 o'clock in the afternoon until 8 
o'clock in the morning. The reason given for 
this somewhat peculiar action is that the oo- 
cupants of the Executive Mansion wish an op- 
portunlty to exercise unobserved by any one. 
The inclosure has always been considered one 
of the public parks by the residents, and is the 
piace where the Marine Band concerts are 
giveo during thesummer. The waik and road- 
way through the grounds 1% 4 thoroughiare 
between tae west part of town and the busi- 
ness portion, and is much frequented. The 
President is likely to suffer in popularity ia 
consequence of this order, as Well as by the 
inuendoes which aré thrown out that he is 
much more exclusive and retired than any of 
his predecessors, who did not flad it necessary 
to cluse the grounds. 

Col. Morrison is expected to reach Washing- 
ton tomorrow. The coming of none of the 
beaten Democratic Congressmen is looked for 
with as much interest as bis.

THE MILWAUKEE ANARCHISTS. 


Judge Sloan to Continue the Trials of the 
Socialist Leaders. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 21.—[Special.|—-The 
trials of Socialists, rioters, and boycotters, 
whose indictment by a grand jury and subse- 
quent arrest and examination soon after the 
labor troubies of last May attracted no little at- 
tention, will be taken up id the Municipal 
Court next Wednesday, the Supreme Court 
baving decided that Judge Slogan can be called 
from bis circuit bere to conduct them. The 
several cases promise to be very interesting, 
particularly that of Paul Grottkau, the Sociai- 
istic editor. Several meetings have recently 
been held by the Central Labor Union, of 


which Grottkau is the retognized chef- 
tain, and the members thereof 
have exerted themselves in every 
possible manner to aid their leader. A very 


respectable fund has been raised, and Attorney 
Foster, who took a prominent) part in the de- 
fense of the seven convicted Chicaro Anar- 
chists, has been engaged by the union as coun- 
sel for Grottkau. A vast amount of evidence“ 
has also been worked up by a special commit- 
tee from the union in the interest of Grottkau, 
and by it it is proposed to show that the Social- 
istic leader bas never publisbed or uttered an 
incendiary word in this city. It 18 also expect- 
ed to produce sufficient evidence to make a 
case of wanton provocation and unlawful ciub- 
bing against the city autborities. The Knights 
of Labor, as individuals or as an organization, 
do not sympatbize with the indicted Socialists.

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THE SENIOR ADAMS DEAD. 


THE EMINENT SCHOLAR AND STATES- 
MAN PASSES QUIETLY AWAY. 


His Final Iliness the Result of a Severe 
Cold—Although He Had Suffered from 
Brain Troubles for Years Past His 
Demise Was Sudden and Unexpected— 
Sketch of His Life and Eminent Ser- 
vices—The Funeral of Ex-President 
Arthur—Obituaary Notices, 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 21.—| Special. — Charles 
Francis Adams Sr. died at 8:30 a. m. today at bis 
residence in this city. Mr. Adame had been in 
good health bodily for several years past. His 
health bad never been better than it was dur- 
ing the last few months, and his death was a 
great surprise among his friends bere in Bos- 
ton. It appears that after returning from a 
short walk with an attendant Friday, he was 
taken violentiy ill, It was thought that his 
condition was serious and Dr. Quincy, the fam- 
ily physician, was at once called. He said 
that Mr. Adams was suffering from a cold. 
and that no serious result was an- 
ticipated, Saturday the ex-diplomat felt better, 
but his condition alarmed his family. He 
gained in strength Saturday and the Adams 
family became bopeful of his recovery. About 
midnight Saturday he suffered a relapse and 
medical aid was at once summoped. He re- 
mained insensible until 2 o' clock Sunday morn- 


| ing, when he died. The cause of death has not 


yet been announced by his physicians, but. it. 
probably resulted from brain trouble. Tie 
death of Mr. Adams was not generally known 


intown today, but many prominent citizens 


became apprised of it. There was a feeling of 
sadness among those intimate with him 
when the news became known, and it was said 
in many places that the Grand Old Man.“ as 
he was called here, bad not been treated as he 
should have been by the Government. It is 
asserted that his extraordinary services for 
the United States at the Court of St. James 
during the Civil War were of such nature that 
be should have received more houors. 


[Charles Francis Adams, LL. D., grandson of 
John Adams, second President, and son of John 
Quincy Adams, sixth President of the United 
States, was born at Boston Aug. 18, 1807. His 
father holding diplomatic positions in Europe, he 
spent most of his first ten years abroad, return- 
ing to America in 1817, when he entered Harvard 
College, graduating in 1825. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1838, but never engaged in practice, 
having previously married the daughter of Peter 
C. Brooks, a wealthy merchant of Boston. Pre- 
vious to 1848 he had served as a member of the 
Massachusetts — 4 — tor ve years. In 1848 
he was nominated by the newly-organized “ Free- 
Soil“ party for the Vice-Presidency of the United 
States. This party, composed mainly of Demo- 
crats who were opposed to the extension of slav- 
ery, cast but few votes; but its members finally 
coalescing with most of the Northern members 
of the hig party formed the Republican 

arty, which came into power in 1800. 

feanwhile, in 1858, Mr. Adams was elected a 
member of Congress. In 1861 he was appointed 
by President Lincoln Minister to Great Britain, 
u post which he retained until 1868, when he was 
recalled at his own request. In 1871-72 he acted 
as arbitrator for the United States in the com- 
mission to settle the respective claims of Great 
Britain and the United States growing out of the 
civil war. He was one of the originators of the 
“Liberal Republican movement in 1872, but 
was defea by Mr. ay | in securing the 
Presidential nomination. e subsequently 
joined the Democratic party, by whom he was 
nominated for Governor of Massachusetts in 1876. 
He furnished many contributions to the 
North American Review and to the Christian 
Framiner, and in 1870 delivered before the New 
York Historical Society an able discourse on 
„American Neutrality,’ which has been printed. 
He published “The Life and Works of John 
Adams” (10 vols., 1850-56), and The Life and 
Works of John . ( vols., 1874 70), 

Of his sons now in the early prime of life sev- 
eral have attained distinction. In wer and 
scope of minditis probable that John Quincy 
Adams maintains the hereditary traditions of 
three generations. His brother, Charles Francis 
Adams Jr., has perhaps been more in active life, 
and in his work as one of the original Board of 
Railroad Commissioners of Massachusetts may 
be said to have done more than any other man to 
develop the American system of Government 
supervision of railroads. His younger brother, 
Henry, for some years resident in ashington, 
has done notable literary work in the depart- 
ment of history, and Brooks has found time from 
his professional labors at the bar to write a num- 
ber of articles in the more solid reviews. 

Since 1876 Mr. Adams has led a quiet, retired 
life. During the summer he lived at his old home 
in Quincy, but in winter he resided at his family 
mansion on Beacon street in this city. He has 
not been seen or participated in any public meet- 
ing since that year. About 1876 or 77 it was first 
noticed that Mr. Adams’ brain was in a clouded 
state. His friends and family attempted to hide 
his infirmity, but it became nown. He 
was given considerable freedom, how- 
ever, until 1880, when his famous adventure 
with Bert Fitzgerald, alias The Kid.“ occurred, 
Mr. Adams was allowed to walk about the streets 
alone, and no one imagined that any harm would 
befall him. Fitzgerald, who was a dangerous 
crook, learned of Mr. Adams’ deplorable condi- 
tion and he atonce laid his plans to make him 
his prey. He met Mr. Adams on Boylston street 
and introduced himself as the sonof an old 
friend. Mr. Adams fell into the trap, and Fitz- 
gerald at once talked himself into the 
old statesman’s confidence. Fitzgerald =e 
posed a quiet game of cards, and r. 
Adams accepted the invitation. Together they 
proceeded to a room, where Fitzgerald played the 
usual three-card monte game on the unsuspect- 
ing oldman. Fitzgerald in this manner obtained 
all his ready money and checks for nearly $19,000, 
The checks were stopped and Fitzgerald was ar- 
rested. He was sentenced to five years in the 
State prison at Concord. His time was up about 
@ year ago and the police here say that 
he is now inChicago. This adventure was 
the firstintimation which the public had of Mr. 
Adams’ condition. It created a tremendous sen- 
sation at the time and great sympathy was ex- 
pressed. Since that time Mr. Adams never 4 

red upon the street without a detective fol- 
lowing in his rear. He was never aware that he 
had a shadow. but was given the most perfect 
freedom. At times he would refuse to allow any 
member of his family to accompany him on his 
walks. He imagined that he was alone, bat 
his shadow never lost sight of him. If 
he desired to go to ride his shadow 
drove his carriage and always followed 
him wherever he went. He was as harmless as a 
child and at times his former great intellect 
would show itself, but the occasions of late were 
few and far between. Mr. Adams was very 
wealthy. and his propérty is variously estimated 
at from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000. No arrangements 
have as yet been made for his burial.)

R., Department of Illinois, and in 1873 was ap- 
pointed by Gen. Grant to a position in the 
railway mail-service, a position he held at bis 
death.

Francisco—Sullivan Wouldu't Fight. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 21.—[Special. |— 
The stock market, the pistol, and the gallows 
combined their forces to keep the San Frau- 
cisco mind at ite normal tension during the 
week. Scarceiy had the howis of popular rage 
and demands for the exercise ot lynch law on 
Goldenson, the chiid-slayer, é¢eased when one 
of the loudest advocates of swift justice added 
another victim to the record of blood. The 
lavest murderer is William lan, the back- 
man, woo Thursday shot Emerich Hergarton, 
a veterinary surgeon who dutzned him for 50 
cents, the value of medicine fernished Dolan's 
horse. Dolan was almost immediately in- 
dicted by the grand jury and lodged in the 
county jail to keep up the talismanic number 
of thirteen murderers, which bas not been 
altered for along time. Dolan made the four- 
teenth, but that was only conditional, for Fong 
Ah Sing, a Chinese slayer, was in the con- 
demned cell and breathing bis last prayers. 
He was hanged Friday, five good years 
baving elapsed since he shot a bapless Cuinese 
prostitute wno haa accidentally spilled some 
dirty water on him. The Chinese are supersti- 
tious about being sprinkled by unclean water, 
and Fong Ah Sing, who was a high- 
binder or professional cutthroat, demanded 
reparation. The «eeper of thé house where 
the woman lived made Fong Ab Sing a present 
to appease bim, but he wanted blood, and next 
night went around and shot the woman in the 
breast as she sat at her window. 

The usual crowd of peopie who expend most 
of their sympathy on murderers at once sur- 
rounded the heathen desperado, converted bim 
to Christianity, and for five years fought for 
the preservation of bis life, only ceasing their 
efforts as the hangman tightened the rope 
around Ab Sing es quivermg neck. 
The converted heathen made loud profes- 
sions of faith and piteous appeals for mercy, 
but at the last moment, like nearly all China- 
men, met his fate stolidiy. Im the supreme 
hour his beathenism asserted itself and his 
greatest fear was that his bones might not be 
disinterred and sent back to China. Accord- 


ing to the custom of his people his execution | 


was ahorribie affair. He was allowed to drop 
eight feet, and being very haut and the rope 
not being properly prepared bis body rebound- 
ed so that the rope cuught under his elbow and 
beld him suspended horizontally while he 
writhed in the agonies of what seemed to be 
slow strangulation. A Deputy Sheriff finally 
pulled the wretch down so that he might die 
more expeditiously at the full length of the 
rope, and so after fifteen minutes of torture 
he passed away. Before his convuisions 
had ceased the Coroner, O'Donnell, shoved bis 
morgue coffin under the scaffold to receive the 
remains of the dead Mongolian. The autbori- 
ties refused to deliver the corpse, the Coroner 
raved about bis rights, and the gbastiy scene 
was terminated by the Coroner bolting out of 
the jail in a rage, dragging bis empty coffin 
alter bim. 

The Goldenson case was presented to the 
Superior Court today, prejudice being 
charged against the grand jury and a motion 
for ebange of venue presented. The jury will 
be brought into court to answer as to preju- 
dice next Tuesday. — .

& Virginia than was told a fortnicht ago. Ex- 
perts are stili excluded from the mine.

A GIFT TO RELIGION. 


Jeff Davis Presents the Spot of Hig Birth 
to a Church Society. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 21.—Today at Fair- 


view, on the line between Christian and Todd 


Counties, Kentucky, there was dedicated a 
Baptist church erected on the site of the build- 
ing where Jefferson Davis was born. The 
ground was purchased and given by a 
party of gentlemen to Mr. Davis, who 
in turn gave it for the location of a 
church. The Rev. Dr. Strickland of Nasbvilie 
delivered the dedication sermon ana Mr. Jef- 
ferson Davis was present, and there was an 
immense crowd, many of whom could not get 
into the eburch and were forced to leave, as it 
was raining bard. After the sermon Mr. 
Davis was invited to the pulpit, and, bent 
with age, and supported to the stand, 
be made a tew appropriate remarks, 
closing as follows: “May He who rules in 
Heaven biess individualiy and collectively this 
whole community and may His benediction 
rest on this house forever. More than this it 
would be improper for me to say.“ Mr. Davis 
then presented the church a service of solid 
silver. The church is a handsome brick 
structure, costine about $10,000. A finely 
polisbed slab of violet Tennessee marbie set 
on the wall of the vestibule oppoen the 
memorial window has this insertion in Roman 
capitals: 

Jefferson Davis of Mississippi was born June 
8, 1808, on the plat of this church. He made a 
gift of this lot March 10, 1886, to the Bethel Bap- 
tist Church, as a thank offering to the Lord. 

After the church service] the crowd ad- 
journed to a munificent dinner spread iu a big 
building ucar at hand, where all were bounti- 
fully fed. Mr. Davis left for Clarksville, Tenn., 
where he took the train for bome. 


THE MARYLAND LYNCHERS. 


Efforts of the Men on Trial to Prove an 
Alibi. 

CUMBERLAND, Md., Nov. 21.—|Special.]|—The 
celebrated lynching trial has ended, but the fate 
of Michael Malone, Timothy White, John P. 
White, and Patrick Driscoll still hangs in the 
balance as the verdict will probably not be 
rendered before Monday. The trial 
bas lasted two weeks and been 
the most novel and interesting case in the 
criminal annals of Maryland. Should tnese 
prisoners be convicted it is probabie that pro- 
ceedings will be begun against other lygchers, 
as this swift style of punishment bas been 
practiced most too freely in this State the last 
year. The chances appear very favorable for 
Malone and Tim White particularly. Evidence 
has been given by several persons who 
saw Johnson dragged from the jail and banged 
from the bridge, that Malone was not with 
them. The efforts of the prisoners to prove an 
alibi has been partly successful. Five young 
girls who attended the wake over Johnson's 
victims on the night of the lynching said that 
when they went to the wake tbey found Tim 
White kneeling beside his brother’s corpse 
weeping, and they testified that at the hour of 
the lynching Tim was still with bis dead 
brother. These girls also -testified to having 
met Deiscoil and Malone on the street near the 
dead man’s house about the time of the lynch- 
ing. A great point made in the case was 
whether the man was dead before be was 
banged. Halfadozen physicians testified as 
experts, and they disagreed on the matter, 
several expressing an opinion that the man 
was dead before being hanged, and the others 
to the coutrary. 


To Be Sued For Libel. 
Cotumsus, O., Nov. 21.—(/Special.|—The 
papers have been prepared and will be filea in 
court tomorrow in a damage suit instituted by 
Dr. C. R. Montgomery, late physician at the Ohio 
penitentiary, against the Ohio State Journal of 
Columbus and the Commercial-Gazette of Cin- 
cinnati. The plaintiff wants $25,000 in each case. 
The alleged libel consists in a statement charged 
to have been made by both papers to the effect 
that Montgomery bad been indicted by the 
grand jury tor maifeasance in office. The 
plaintiff nas achieved some notoriety of late 
by being among those heid to answer to court 
for the forgery ot the Franklin County taily- 

sheet in the October election, 1535. 


THE BROADWAY BOODLERS 


FULLGRAFF TELLS THE STORY OF THE 
FAMOUS STEAL. 


Thirteen Aldermen Secretly Organized for 
Plunder—Propositions of Rival Corpora- 
tions—$500,000 in Cash or $750,000, 
Half in Bonds—All Voted fur Green- 
backs and Each Man Got $22,000 as 
His Share. 


New York, Nov. 20.—The fate of ail the 
boodie Aldermen whe have not squealed or 
run away is seuled. The fatal note was sound- 
ed today by ex-Ald. Fuligraff, who, with his 
colleague, Duffy, turned State’s evidence in 
the eleventh hour to save themselves. Full- 
graff took the witness-stand this morning and 
made a clean breast of the entire Broadway 
franchise bribery, from its inception to its 
execution, 

Answering to the call, Fuligraff walked slow- 
ly to the stand, every neck bemg ora ned to see 
him approach, even the jury taking part in the 
excitement of the moment. Off to one side, 
grim and suent, stood Inspector Byrnes, who 
more than any other man bad woven the en- 
tangling net about the doomed ex-A ldermen. 
One only did de show an alteration of feat- 
ures, and that was when Fullgraff had ended 
his confession, and Attornew Newcomb, with 
chagrin in his voice, made a savage and mer- 
ciless attack in. the way of cross-examinawon. 
The inspector's face plainly said: ** Young 
man, you're losing time.“ g 

Fuligraff, after giving bis occupation and ad- 
dress, said that, pursuant to a private agree- 
ment made in the Aldermanic Chambef, some 
of the members met in the witness’ paper-box 
factory after the workmen had gone nome. 
There were thirteen present,“ the witness 
continued, “They were De Lacy. Dempsey, 
McLaughlin, Sayles, Waite, McCabe, Kenney, 
Jaebne, and three others. McQuade was Chair 
man of this meeting. It was tnen agreed that 
these thirteen should always vote together if 
anything came up, except politicaily. Jaehne, 
De Lacy, and a few others spoke at this meet- 
ing. Nothing was said of the Broadway mat- 
ter then. The next meeting was to take place 
at MeLaughlin's house a week atter. Thirteen 
were present at this meeting. They were the 
game us at the packing-room meeting. The first 
thing at this meeting was that a Chairman was 
elected, On the motion oi De Lacy McLaugh- 
lin was elected Chairman. The question of 
the Broadway franchise was first brought up. 
It was said that there were other companies 
who bad also made application for it. Jaehne 
spoke on the subject first; also De Lacy. In 
substance it was said that the cable company 
bad offered $750,000, half in bonds and halt in 
cash, for the franchise. The Broadway Sur- 
face had offered $500,000 in cash. Jaehne said 
that the cable company had offered $350,000, 
and that it was not advisable 
offer, as the bonds could not easily be placed 
and the cable people were unreliabie. It was, 
therefore, better to accept the $500,000 cash 
offer of the Broadway Surface. After the dis- 
cussion a vote was taken and it was decided 
to accept the offer of the Broadway Road. 
The vote was unanimous. McQuade voted for 
it. The next thing to come up was who was to 
be trusted with the money. It was said that 
the amount for each member was to be $22, 000. 
Somebody stated that it was to be $25,000. 
1 do not recollect who made that re 
mark. Jaehne said that that could not be 
given, because there were others in the com- 
bination who must have money. 80 
they could not make the amount any larger. 
There was a good deal of discussion as to who 
was to hold the money which we were to get 
for our votes. Aid. McCabe and Duffy spoke. 
McCabe sad that Moloney understood the 
business, and he could attend to it. Someone 
else remarked that Moloney ought not to be 
trusted with so large an amount, and then 
Duffy proposed Mr. Keenan, saying that he 
was a man of ability, and that he was the best 
person to do the job. They voted, and the 
vote was unanimous for Keenan. 

“Ald, De Lacy said that as Keenan had been 
selected to do this the members of the board 
would go to him and say it was all right. That 
was all that was done at the meeting.” 

Was anything said as to bow the franchise 
should be passed over the veto?”’ 

It it was necessary to pass the franchise 
over the veto Moloney was to see that enough 
votes were obtained. That was agreed to by 
all, but it was not voted upon. After the May- 
or's veto we held a meeting at McLaughlin’s 
house. The thirteen were there. McLaugblin 
took the chair.“ 

“What was said at this meeting?“ 

The subject discussed was how to get suffi- 
cient votes to pass the franchise over the veto. 
Nearly all spoke on the subject, but Jaenne 
and De Lacy did nearly all the talking. More 
men were needed to make the veto ineffectual, 
and more money was also needed. In conse- 
quence our piles were reduced from $22,000 to 
$20,000. Ali agreed to that. We were to get 
$5,000 each before the election and the balance 
afterward, De Lacy gave me my first instail- 
ment and the remainder was given me after- 
ward. McQuade told me he got bis share.“ 

This ended the direct examination. A con- 
suitation of the lawyers tollowed. The audi- 
ence, who had listened with deep interest, 
using their bands as ear-trum pets, settled back 
in their seats to discuss the astounding testi- 
mony of the witness. The witness looked like 
a boy who had been caught in a melon-patch. 
His face was flushed, and his eyes bad been 
cast down while giving his evidence. His voice 
at times bad been almost inaudible, 

The witness was then turned over to Mr, 
Newcomb, who went at him hammer and 
tongs. ,

The witness dia not reply atonce. He bowed 
bis head in bis hands and tears gusbed from 
his eyes. He seemed about to fail from his 
chair, and one of the court attendants rushed 
forward to save him.

Fuligraff still looked confused. He acted as 
if be were dazed, and evidently misunderstood. 
Looking up, be exciaimed in a voice filled with 
emotion: 

did it from remorse. As an bonest man 
filled with remorse after a false step. 

No one spoke a word tor several moments. 
The Recorder looked at the witness, and then 
nodded to Mr. Newcomb to proceed. 

Have you any regard for an oath?” 

„J have, replied Fuligraff. 

„Would you deliberately commit perjury?” 

**] would not, sir.“ 

Mr. Newcomb then produced the record of 
the evidence taken before the Senate Inves- 
tigating Committee, and from wien de pro- 
posed to read some of Mr. Fullgraff's testi- 
mony. He asked: “ You remember the an- 
swers you gave then, do you not?”

Fullgraff looked scared. He gazed at the 
jurymen, and then in a pleading way at Mr. 
Martin and bis assistants, as if asking them 
to help him out, but they were perfectly quiet.

squealing boodiers, was next called to the 
cbair and began nis testimony. He said that 
after one of the meetings of the board eight 
or nine of the members, including McQuade, 
held a little caucus to fix up for a meeting at 
Fullgraff’s office. Witness went to the factory 
about 7 p. m. and found twelve other mem- 
bers there, including McQuade. “The meet- 
ing. said Duffy, “discussed a scheme for 
making a combination for controlling legisia- 
tion on railroad and other matters. Witness 
named nine members who were present from 
memory, and by referring to a list of the 
board gave the other three members, They 
corresponded to Fuligraff's list. 

He continued: We taiked about the com- 
bine and about having more meetings, and we 
decided to have one about one week later at 
McLaughiin’s house. The same thirteen mem- 
bers were present at that meeting. At that 
meeting we taiked about railroad matters. I 
think I made a motion to make McLaugbiin 
Chairman, and he was put in the Chair. There 
was a good deal of talk about the Broadway 
Surface Railroad and all other railroads. There 
was nothut more than talk about the com- 
bine. The combine was on railroad bills, to 
pass them or not. We met one week later at 
McLaugbiin’s. At the second meeting Aider- 
men De Lacy and Jaenne argued about the 
road. There would be $500,000 in the Broad- 
way road, and that the cable road would put 
up $750,000. But balf of it was to be in bonds, 
and it wae said that there were too many in 
the gable company, and they put it toa vote 
on the question of whicbejroad they would 
side with, and voted to pass and slide in the 
Broadway Surface Railroad. Aid. Jachue 
said that the figures given—$22,000 apiece— 
were too big. There would not be as much as 
that to go around, because there were some 
expenses to come out of the boodle. This was 

first proposiuon, but one of the Aidermen 
thought we ought to bave $25,000 apiece. Ald. 
De Lacy and Cleary talked, and me thought 
there was enough to go round at $22,000 
apiece, and the caucus voted and the proposi- 
tion was carried. At the third meeting, or the 
second one at McLaughbiin’s, a week after, the 
talk was about where the money was going 
to be put—who was to bold it. Mr. MoCabe 
was opposed to Moloney. He thought be 
could not be trusted with so much money. 
He might walk off with it. [Laughter.| I 
proposed Mr. Keenan, and be was elected. 
The vote was unanimous. The defendant 
voted for it. Ithink it was said how that 


each member would have to go himself 
and see Mr. Keenan, or else he would 
not do it. There was nothing said 


about how we would get the votes of the Al- 
dermen, and [think we then adjourned. The 
bill was passed for the Broadway Railroad 
Aug. 6. It came back vetoed. There was 
another meeting of the caucus at McLaugh- 
Un's house in the evening. McQuade and the 
rest were there. There was taik about Mr. 
Moloney getting other votes to pass it over the 
veto. It was said it would cost something to 
get those other votes, and it was ali left to 
Moloney. He was to look up four or five votes 
and pay for them. I[Lauchter.] They talked 
the matter over, and said there would not be 
$22,000 apiece around, and I believe they got 


down to $20,000 apiece. This was prior to Aug. 
30.“ 


The above isa sample of Duffy's testimo- 
ny, which fully corroborated Ffuligraff's evi- 
dence. Mr. Duffy's (rish wit and brogue made 
him a mucb more entertaining witness than bis 
colleague, and his voice was full and strong. 
He described the meeting of the combine 
held at MeLaugulin's just before the election as 
follows: 

“All the thirteen were present, and we 
talked about the coming election and about 
who was going to run again, and one Alder- 
man asked where was the money coming from 
for therm who wanted to run, and soe one else 
said he was going to get his from the Broad- 
way Railroad. I didn’t get my money until a 
month after election, and then I got $10,000. 
I met McQuade on the oorth step of. the city- 
ball a few days after, and he stopped and 
taiked. He said; Did you’ get your money 
from the Broadway Road?’ and I said: Did 
you get yours?’ and he said: It's all right, 1 
got mine ali rigut.“ 

This finished the examimation. The defense

Value of a Free Press. 


New York World, Nov. 20: The end 
has come. The District-Attorney bas very 
properly accepted two of the guilty 


Aldermen, Fuligraff ana Duffy, as State's evi- 
dence against their associates, and the testi- 
mony of the former of these men in the Mo- 
Quade trial yesterday seals the fate of the 
bribe-givers and the bribe-takers beyond per- 
adventure. 

The story tola by the witness Fuligraf is 
startling, notwithstanding the certainty of the 
guilt of all the accused which bas so long pre- 
valled in the public mind. It is a revelation 
indeed when we learn that a majority of the 
Board of Aidermen heid secret unofficial 
meetings at which a conspiracy was entered 
into to combine, not on the Broadway fran- 
chise case alone, but on all matters that might 
come before the board with ' money in them,” 
to rob the city ana extort bribes for their 
votes. Such is the condition of affairs exposed 
by Fullgraff's story. which 16 fully corrob- 
orated by Duffy. 

Broadway bribery was an incident of 
this business combination.“ Just as formal 
a meeting was held of the thirteen conspira- 
tors ip a private house as if they had been in 
the Aldermanic Chamber with a full board, 
and discussions took place as to the amount 
each man would accept. Twenty-two thousand 
dollars was the first sum modestly agreed upon 
in consideration of the fact that lawyers and 
other outsiders had to de paid. Then when 
it became necessary to secure more votes to 
pass the reso!uuon granting the franchise over 
the Mayor’s veto the price of eagh man’s honor 


vas reduced to $20,000 in order to enable Billy 


Moloney to contract for the remaining votes 
to make up the required number. 

The evidence fully justifies Jaehne’s convic- 
tion and sbows that Inspector Byrnes exer- 
cised remarkable sagacity and told the whole 
truth in the Jaehne prosecution. It puts be- 
youd doubt the coaviction of the bribe-givers, 
whose punishment is imperatively demande 4 
in the interests of the community. 

The full exposure of the conspiracy in the 
Board of Aidermen of 1884, which culminated 
in the great Broadway franchise bribery, 
proves the priceless value to the public inter- 
ests of an honest and feariess press. It is cer- 
tain that but for the influence and power of 
the press the faithless Aldermen of 1884 would 
still have been unexpused, and Jake Sharp and 
his associates would have been free to resume 
their work of corrupting public officials, only 
rendered boider and more defiant than ever by 
their success in this wholesale iniquity. 

This practical proof of the usefulness and 
fidelity of the newspaper press is particularly 
gratifying just now, when journalism is being 
reviled in high places. 

But for the vigor, perseverance, and faith- 
ful devotion ta the public interests ot the 
press, Jaenne would now be at large, the cor- 
ruptionists who are fugitives from justice 
would be still pursuing their practices in the 
city, Moloney’s tones would still be beard in 
the Aldermanic Chamber, and the McQuades 
and Sharps would not be in terror of the law. 
If the voice of the independent press were 
silenced the days of Tweed would return and 
the reign of the Keenans, Sharps, Jaennes, Mc 
Quades, and Moloneys would be supreme. 


Ross the Desperado Captured. 

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Nov. 21.—[Special. |— 
Charles Ross, horse-thief, who did the shooting 
in last night’s horrible tragedy, in which one 
officer was killed and another nearly so, was 
captured this morning in a low Mexican 
dance-bouse witb a bullet in his shoulder. He 
was immediately placed in jai, which is now 
strongly guarded by Sheriff Baca and a mili- 
tary company. When it became generally 
known that Koss was captured nearly 500 men. 
composed of citizens of Albuquerque, gat h- 
ered on Rallroad avenue, and threats of 


lynching were made. Better judgment 
prevailed, bowever, and it is not 
likely an attack will be made on 


the jail while »o strongly guarded. It is 
quietly rumored, however, that a vigilance 
committee will be organized tonight, and the 
Sheriff apprenends trouble. Kid“ Johnson, 
Ross’ partner, has not yet been captured, but 
the Sheriff's posse are scouring the mountains 
for him. These two desperadoes are accused 
of stealing horses from the Navajo Indians. 

Policeman Heory’s funeral will take piace 
tomorrow. Marshal McGuire is still alive, 
but very low. The pbysicians are unabie to 
locate the bail.

The ist of January next the contract, étor 
age, and accounting system of the Navy and 
Marine Corps will undergo a complete revolu- 
tion. Secretary Whitney appointed a board 
tais week, of which Capt. George W. Brown is 
senior officer and President, to formulate and 
report the details ot the transfer of the func- 
tions of the eight bureaus of the service to 
one bureau—that of provisions and clothing. 
In order that the significance of this order 


may be understood it must be known 
that unaer the present system each 
bureau contracts for stores and pays 
for its supplies independently of 


all the other Dureaas. A result of this system 
is that after many years of practice there is @ 
vast accumulation of stores in each bureau 
which have to some extent deteriorated in 
value, if not become wholly unserviceable, by 
reason of long and unsuitable storage. Some 
of these stores are frequently needed by other 
bureaus; but bowever urgent the need they 
have rarely been transferred, owing to the lack 
of comity and codperation that has habitually 
existed among the bureaus. It may be said, 
indeed, that the normal attitude of the bureaus 
toward each other is bvustile. There bas 
been in years past and still is a great deal of 
squabbling between both heads and subordi- 
nates of the bureaus. Questions of seniority, 
official difpity, personal jealousy or dislike, 
and the ever-present conflict between line and 
staff have drawu the lines sbarply, and there is 
but little more codperation among the bureaus 
than there would be between private concerns 
of different ownership. If one bureau in a 
navy-yard wanted an article of which agother 
bureau bad in the same yard a ood supply 
and little need of, there would de 0 
transfer, as a rule, out new articles 
would be bought in the market, while a 
serviceabie stock already paid for was within 
arm's reach. Again, there isa great number 
of articies needed or bought as if needed that 
are common to from three to seven of the 


,bureaus. The consequence is that there are 


of these articies seven or less complete stocks 
and assortments carried for the convenience of 
one establishment. 

The Secretary is quoted as authority for the 
statement that these aggregated stores amount 
to $20,000,000 as appears by the accounts 
of the navy. In otner words, 
these stores represent twenty millions in 
cash invested by the bureaus, for their cur- 
rent and future needs; and now, after years 
of storage, a considerable proportion of the 
articies are unserviceable and will have to be 
sold as old material. Army and navy auctions 
very rarely produce over ten per cent ot the 
value of the articles disposed of. It will thus 
be seen that the Government is to be the loser 
by a large amount through these loose trans 
actions. Efforts have been made from time to 
time to provide a better system by Congress, 
but they were short lived. The sy 
tem was the outgrowth of the 
necessity to create shore berths for idle naval 
officers, and this influence, always powerful if 
not potent in Washington, prevented its abolie 
tion or modification in each instance, Con- 
gress bas been traditionally liberal with the 
navy, and many ties and unbusiness- 
like methods have been winked at or over- 
looked.

The Newport Naval Academy. 

The new naval war college at Newport is the 
intellectual centre of the navy. Rear Admirai 
Luce, its projector and founder, bas put his 
officer students through an ambitious course 
during the session just closed. More than one 
bundred lectures on navai warfare, ite history 
and future, have been delivered since che open- 
ing, Sept. 6. Officers in both arms of the ser- 
vice, who are experts in specialties, were in- 
vited to appear and lecture; and for this pur- 
pose were treated most liberally by the e 
of detail in their respective es. The 
following is a summary of the course:

It # intimated that one of the commg 
changes Iu the service will be the placing of 
all sanitary matters on naval vessels under 
the absolute charge of the medical officers, 
instead of the commanding officers, as is now 
the practice. The officer mentioned says that 
scrubbing down decks outside and beiow 
hatches is the one idea of sanitation held by 
a majority of the line officers of the service. 
It is natural, of course, to suppose that clean- 
liness je conducive to good health, and this is as 
far as the commanding officers usually go in in- 
vestigating the subject. The decks are scrubbed 
down so constantly that the oiling has to be 
renewed frequentiy. In the tropics this con- 
stant scrubbing is the cause of a good deal of 
disease. It produces moisture, which is knowa, 
to generate fevers under the operation of 
tropical beat; but the scrubbing goes on just 
the same, in spite of the surgeon's protest. 
This reform may be called another ag 
gression of the staff upon the line. In fact, 
the line seems to be “catching it” all arouaed.

MR. BAXTER’S PROPHECIES. 


What He Sees in Daniel’s Dreams About 
N the Beasts. 
Among the many clergymen who took part 
in the prophetic conference at Farwell Hall 
last week was the Rev. M. Baxter. He is a 
beavy-set Kngiishman, with busby gray har 
and a tumultuous beard. He screws an eye-g! ass 
into his right eye when be reads and drops it 
when be talks. He is not a very eloquent 
speaker, and his thoughts hop along on fre- 
quent stepping-stones of: “h’ms” and “ ebs.”’ 
He preached three times yesterday in a little 
wooden church on the corner of Sangamon 
street and Washington boulevard. To tell the 
truth more accurately, be did not preach, but 


he prophesied. Hie prognostications were all 
of a bloody sort, breathing fire and slaughter. 


They were based on the second and seventh 


chapters of Daniel, the daily cabiegrams of 
Tue Chicado TRIBUNE, and twelve pictures 
that hung on the walls. The pictures were 
large and iurid. One represented a very 
small boy pullmg the ears of a 
large lion; another pictured 
peculiar beast of which Daniel spoke. It was 
red and chubby, and on top was the littie horn, 
curled up as tho’ with the colic, while the ten 
big horns were all huddied together trying to 
get out of the way. This animal was the text 
of Mr. Baxter’s afternoon discourse. After 
reading the two chapters in the Seriptures re- 
ferred to above, the speaker said; 

Daniel, you see, had this vision at niebt. 
If he had done as the people in Engiand and 
Scotland do—I don’t know, you know, whether 
people do it in this country, but some of you 
may know—but if he had done as the people 
in my country do and taken a great deal of 
some alcoholic beverage before going to bed, 
he would have been stupified, don't you see, 
and coulda’t have been made the repository 
for prophecy. Just think of that! If Daniel 
had drank too much that nigut when would 
this prophecy be? We sbouidn’t know, you 
see, what is coming next year, or when Christ 
is coming. This should be a warning 
to wus not to partake of intoxicating 
beverages before we go to . 
What did Daniel see? Four winds were striving “ 
upon the great sea, and out of it four beas 
came up. The first was like a lion with wings, 
and represented the Baby!onish Empire. Here 
it is. Mr. Baxter pointed to a sepia lion asleep 
on a map.] After a bit, Daniel asserts, the 
lion stood up like aman; in other words, he 
bowed down before Jesus Christ. And then 
came up a beast like a bear—the Medo-Persian 
Kingdom—and thefi a leopard, that devoured 
the bear. The leopard, of course, was Alex- 
ander, and it is turn was overcome by Julius 
Ceesar, the beast with horns—the ten horus 
and the little born, and a mouth speaking 
great things. Daniel did not see a fifth, beast. 
Why? Because the fifth beast didn't come up, 
you know. But the fourth beast bad ten 
horns—think of it! Each horn meant a king- 
dom, and Christ is to overcome them all. But 
you say in the old Roman Empire there are 
now twenty-three kingdoms; see map. This 
ie true, and as Christ is coming within a few 
years the twenty-three must be reduced to ten. 
War will do that for us easily enough; let us 
never question Daniel's veracity. 

** The first kingdom of the ten will be Eu- 
gland. Ireland and Northern Scotland of 
course will be separated from her, as they were 
not part of Ceesar’s domain. Daniel and Mr. 
Gladstone are agreed on this.

This means bitter war, don't you see, between 
France and Germany.

IT WEAKENS THEIR POWER, 


The Disastrous Ending of the Strike and Its 
Effect’on the Knights of Labor. 

New York Evening Post: The disastrous enc- 
ing of the strike at the Stock-Yards in Chicago 
is calculated to weaken the power of the 
Knignts of Labor, very much as the failure of 
the Southwestern strike did last spring. The 
growth of the organization, in its earlier 
stages, proceeded upon the orudę notion that 
if all wage- workers were banded together under 
one leadership, they could compel all employ- 
ers to do whatever might be required of taem. 


It would only be necessary for the central or- 
ganization to support the demands of the local 
assembiies by contributing funds to the sup- 
port of strikers, and by extensive boycottmg 
of the obnoxious employers, in order to win 
victories ali along the line. The fuiiure of the 
first large experiment was attributed to 
the disagreement between district assem- 
bies represented by Martin Irons, and 
the Executive Committee represented 
by Mr. Powderly. But this inter- 
nal trouble had an origin and rarson d’é@tre 
quite beyond the contro! of Mr. Powderiy or 
anybody else. It sprang from the fact that 
men out of work need to be supported, and 
that the wages lost by them must be made 
good by assessments levied upon otbers. This 
grinding necessity operated to restrict and 
curtail we efficacy of the boycott as ancillary 
to the strike, because every new lot of work- 
men ordered out’ brought a new lot of fam- 
lilies on the general treasury and operated in 
fact to reduce the wages of all Knights in the 
United States. Mr. Powderly, seeing all this 
in the beginning, was iustinctively opposed to 
the strike, and used all nis influence to stop it, 
going so far as to order the men back to work. 
But Knighthood in the Southwest had got its 
blood up and would not go back. How the 
final catastrophe came we need not now re- 
peat. The Chicago Stock-Yards strike has 
yielded to the same forces Which crushed the 
Southwestern strike, but fortunately has not 
been accompanied by bloodshed. The neces- 
sity of supporting 10.000 men and their fami- 
lies led or ratber compeiled Mr. Powderly to 
order the men back. and they obeyed because 
they could not do otherwise. All this goes to 
show the hollowness of the order and tends to 
strengthen tne trades unions as separate or- 
ganizauons.

A Brutal Fight with Bare Kuuckles. 

Newark, N. J., Nov. 21.—(Special.|—At an 
early bour this morning a bare-knuckle prize 
fight took place in the back room of a saloon 
on “The Neck.“ and about thirty men wit- 
nessed the brutal exhibition. The principals 
were Dick Alwood and Jack Morton, two ligut- 
weight metalworkers, who were apprentices 
in the same shop in Birmingham, England, 
where they had a quarrel about a 
young woman who is now Alwood's wife. 
Eighteen months ago Alwood settled here, 
and Morton arrived from England recently. 
They bappened to meet last night while out 
drinking, and the oid quarrel was revived. 


The shutters were closed on the windows of 
the back rooms and biankets were bung up 80 
that nobody could possibiy peer through the 
slats. An old dog fancier was referee. The 
principals refused to shake bands when time 
was called, and the spectators knew by the 
angry flash of their eyes that the men meant 
business. Morton went in with a rush, but he 
was cleverly stopped by Aiwood, who let go 
his richt and fell short. After a feint and a 
“duck’’ Morton landed a terrific right-hander 
on Alwooa’s stomach, and the latter gasped 
for breath. But in the second round he forced 
the fighting until be floored his opponent with 
ablow square on the mouth, knocking out 
three teeth and splitting voth lips. An instant 
before the round ended Morton got home with 
his left and raised a mouse under Aiwood's 
right eye. Until the sixth round the men 
slugged each other without regard to science 
or the rules of the prize ring, and both bad be- 
lows to mend at the finish of the seventh 
round. Their faces were covered with cuts 
and bruises, and biood ran in streams down 
their bodies. 

“Them ere chaps is a bleedin’ like stuck 
pigs,”’ a burly Sheffield man said; and we 
uns ougher make em quit.” 

An effort was made to have the pugilists 
shake hands, but neither would surrender. 
They said that their old quarrel must be de- 
cided once for all, and at it they went again, 
bammer and tongs. In the tenth round both 
got in blows that raised big lumps or made 
cuts, and they fought so desperately that 
they went to their corners weak and puff- 
ing. During the three ensuing rounds the 
men sparred tor wind, and when they recov- 
ered it Alwood got Morton’s head in chancery 
and pounded his face until it resembied a piece 
of raw meat. Morton kept up a tattoo on bis op- 
ponent’s side until he broke loose and, turning 
quickly; floored him with a hard blow square 
between the eyes. Alwood sprung to his feet 
and rushed at Morton like a mad bull, and thon 
some of the most desperate fighting ever seen in 
this city took place. At last Morton, who was on 
the defensive, shot out his right, missed, and 
the next instant was sent to tne floor by a 
terrific neck biow. He was unable to respond 
and bis second threw up the sponge. After 
the men were sponged, rubbed down, and 
court-plaster put on their wounds they were 
induced to shake hands and let by-gones be by- 
gones.

The Dempsey-Burke Fight. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov, 21.—[Special.]— 
Interest increases in the Dempsey-Burke 
fight, which will begin without fail at 10 
o’clock tomorrow night. Considerable money 
at 100 to 75 has been bet on Dempsey, and his 
backers are not pleased with his con- 
duct, as he bas not been tak- 
ing what would tbe considered the most 
necessary precautions for a man about to en- 
gage in a ten-round contest with a boxer of 
Burke's ability. He has been drinking preity 
steadily and bas contracted such a cold that 
he wheezes like an old street-car horse. He 
has a short, hacking cough, which some people 
think sounds like a premonition of consump 
tion. Good judges have an idea that Dempsey 
has fallen off greatly in stamina since he 
fought the ** Mariue,“ and cheir theory is that 
the body blows he received from Fogarty 
and the Marine, combined with the 
strain of frequent fights, steady 
training, and careless habits, have sowed the 
seeds of disease in his constitution, which was 
never very rugged. Another theory is that 
the match is fixed to be a draw and that the 
ten rounds will be a mere exhibition, so that 
there is no need for Dempsey to get bimself into 
fine form. This is not supported, however, 
by the conduct of Burke, who has done lots of 
hard work since his arrival on the Pacific 
coast and has got bimself into-perfect trim. 

Burke is the picture of health and will strip 
at about 160 pounds. Dempsey will not go 
much over 150, as he has lost flesh without 
gainiag muscle or wind. The gioves will be 
the same as those used by Ryan and Sullivan, 
and thouch apparently large, yet sufficiently 
bard to enable a good man to score a knock- 
out in less than ten rounds: Judging by 
Burke's manner and express ons, it will not be 
his fault if de does not knock out his man. 

Sullivan and his combinauon have been 
waiting to see the match tomorrow night, and 
it is likely that the next event will be a con- 
test between the winner and Sullivan. Demp- 
sey, who has been disappointed by not being 
Allowed to show before Sullivan, made tne 
statement the other night that ne would stand 
up six rounds to the champion. 
This has caused much talk, and if 

should deat Burke, Sullivan 
and be will surely bave a go. 
John L. was very wrathy when he heard of 
Dempsey's statement, and pledged himself in 
strong language to knock a piece off Demp- 
sey’s jaw if the middle-weight ever dared to 
box him six rounds, 

Burke will be seconded by Steve Taylor ana 
a San Francisco pugilist: Dempsey by Denny 
Costigan and a friend. re is some diffi- 
culty aboutareferee. The Dempsey people 
went Hiram Cook of the Olympic Club, who 
acted for Sullivan and Ryan, but Davies wants 
Ned Buckley. the actor, to officiete. 
Frank Crockett, who fought Mike 
C.eary, is also mentioned for referce. 
Burke stated today that he hoped the match 
would last ten rounds,but be thought it would 
not. Pat Sheedy says the match will surely be 
a draw, as Burke cannot whip Dempsey 
with any gloves under an hour. if 
the match was to a finish with gloves 
Sheeay states he would lay 100 to 60 on Demp- 
sey. Sullivan says Dempsey will bave to be 
very sick if be does not pull through the ten 
rounds, and in @ fight to a finish outclasses 
both Mitchell and Burke as far as they out- 
class a bootolack. Davies says that if Burke 
does not win be can offer no excuse, as he 
never was better in his life.

PRESIDENT ARTHUR AND THE IRISH. 


Putting a Stop to the English Policy of Ex- 
pulsion of the People of Ireland. 

One of the official acts of President Arthur 
had a larger significance jthan was attributed 
to it at the time. Senator Chandler, it will be 
remembered, deciared that what thie country 
needed ata certain time was a little blood- 
letting. Blood-letting—a systematic, persist- 
ent, and wholesale expulsion of the people of 
Ireland from their fertile native land—has 
been the traditional policy of the English Gov- 
ernment. By maintaining, with the aid of 
armies, a landlord system under which the 
tillers ot the soll could not live off the products 
of their labor, it Was very easy to carry this 
policy out, laws passed in the ayowed interest 
of the English wanufacturers having destroyed 
all industry in that country except farming. 
What Senator Chandler meant by ‘a littie 
biood-letting’’ was war. The bilood-letting 
which England employed to dispossess a peo 
ple of ir own eountry is no less deadly. 

It was one of the beneticent revenges ot bis- 
tory that the son of an Irish emigrant, who 
had become President of the United States, 
should be the instrument to put a stop to this 
infamy. Alexander Sullivan, then President 
of the Irish National League, resolved to test 
the question on international grounds. He 
made an exhaustive argu ment before the Pres- 
ident on the text of our statute forbidding the 
landing at our ports of persons pauperized un- 
der foreign Governments. He carefully dis- 
criminated between the voluntary immigra- 
tion by which the Republic is built up and 
compulsory emigration of people who pre- 
ferred to remain in their own land, and who, 
to turnish the pretext for their expuision, were 
forcibly degraded into an industrial state, 
whose effect, after their arrival in large num- 
bers in this country, was to reduce the wages 
of our working people. The argument 
was strictly constitutional, but Mr. Sul- 
livan managed to make it cover the 
whole subject of English misrule in 
Ireland, his purpose being quite as much to 
secure the ear of the Americana people by the 
recital of that story under circumstances 60 
conspicuous and exceptional. The argument 
was printed in full or in part in every newspa- 
per, and undoubtedly hastened that practical 
unanimity of American sentiment which now 
prevails on the question of home rule. The 
President, who, like many, others less occu- 
pied, had previously paid no special attention 
to the subject, was deeply impressed by Mr. 
Sullivan and was won by the eloguence in- 
fused intoa formal legal plea. Mr. Sullivan 
contrived agraceful allusion to Mr. Arthur 
being himself tbe son of an Irish emigrant, 
aod the President’s quiet smile ana responsive 
giance showed that beneath the impassive de- 
meanor of the Executive there bad been 
touched a vital and active sympathy. 

After the official public interview was over 
the President had a long private talk with Mr. 
Sullivan. At its close be said: Well, what 
do you want me todo?” “To enforce this 
statute so as to stop the driving of the Irish 
people into poorhouses as a pretext for driv- 
ing them out of their own country against 
their wil,“ was the reply. The President 
gave the assurance that the statute sbould be 
so enforced. The news that the Irish poor- 
houses could no longer be used for compuisory 
expatriation raised a furious storm in the En- 
giish press, which had much to say avout the 
* pernicious activity of Irish influence upon 
the American Government. But the English 
Government was compelied to abandon a 
policy as unique in its brutality amd hearties- 
ness as it was deadly in its effects upon the 
courage and capacities of a people. That's 
the worst blow Engiand has bad from America 
since 1812, was the grim comment of Parnell 
when he heard that Sullivan nad succeeded. 
In a great speech in Dublin Davitt expressed a 
similar opinion, The stoppage of the com- 
pulsory emigration was effectual and per- 
manent. The band of the man who seemed 
the least agressive of all American Presidents 
squeezed the throat of Oid-Worild landlordism 
until it loosed ite own clutch upon its lone- 
suffering victims. — Detroit Evening News, 


Indiana Koights of Labor. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 21.—[Special.|— 
At a meeting of the representatives of the va- 
rious district assemblies Kuiguts of Labor to- 
day tne organization of a State Assembly, to 
be intermediate between the district and gen- 
eral assembiies, as proposed at the Richmond 
convention, was discussed and the main feat- 
ures of such organization adopted. In the 


matter of district assembly bounds it was de- 
cided not to follow Congressional district 
boundaries, as they were subject to change, 
but to fix them by local affinities. . Another 
meeting will be held vext month, when the 
organization will probably be completed. Con- 
siderable attention was paid in an informal 
way to the legislation desired by workingmen. 
There are to be organized here within two or 
three weeks Henry George clubs. In these 
clubs the politics of the Knights and other or- 
ganized workingmen will be discussed. The 
legislative commuttees of the trades unions 
and Knights will look after measures that they 
want enacied. 


Addressed by Mrs. Parsons. 

Pitrsspura, Pa., Nov. 21.—Mrs. Lucy Par- 
sons, the wife of the condemned Anarchist, 
addressed a miscellaneous crowd of between 
800 and 400 at Turners’ Hall in Allegheny 
City this afternoon. She spoke for two hours, 
but the address did not differ materiaily from 
that delivered by ber elsewhere. Good order 
was maintained. 


Bolivian Minister Censured. 

Lama, Nov. 21..—The newspapers here gen- 
erally deplore the vote of censure passed by 
the Bolivian House of Deputies on the repre- 
sentative of Bolivia in tis country. Gen. 
Camacts considers that the action of the Depu- 
ties isa result of the beated party strife now 
noticeable in Bolivia. 


A DIVINE’S CASUISTRY. 


HOW DR. TALMAGE TOOK SIDES 


AGAINST THE DEITY. 


The Aim of Providence Frustrated by Ec- 
clesiastical Taciturnity—A Disquisition 
on “The Sunday Newspaper” by the 
Rev. S. J. McPherson—Duty of the Rich 
Toward tae Poor—The Question of Pub- 
lic Amusements—Cardinal Points in the 
Creed of Satan. 

Prof. David Swing: That a man who was 
wholly disconnected trom any pile of fagots or 
kerosene or other combustible should, indi- 
rectly and alone, while standing and talking, 
become the victim of spontaneous combustion, 
and thus be consumed from the face of the 
earth, is a proposition found in one of the re- 
cout sermons of the popular Dr. Talmage. The 
sermon proceeds with much directness and 
simplicity, and thus relates the history of this 
conflagration: 

Profanity is worse than theft, or arson, or 
murder, for these crimes are attacks on human- 
ity. That is an attack on God. This country is 
preéminent for blasphemy. The crime is multi- 
plying in intensity. God very often shows what 

e thinks of it, but for the most part the fatality 
in hushed up. I give you a fact that is proved b 
scores of witnesses. his last August of 
man got provoked at the continued dro 
the ruin of his e and in the presen 
neighbors cursed saying 
His heart out if He would come, cailfig 
liar and coward, and flashing a knife. ‘And while 
he was speaking his lower jaw dropped, smoke is- 
sued from his mouth and nostrils, and the heat 
of his body was so intense it drove back those 
who would come near. Scores of people visited 
the scene and saw the blasphemer in the awful 
process of expiring. 

While itis true that no newspaper has ever 
been guilty of doubting the truth of any in- 
cident related by a clergyman, yet the New 
York Sun was naturally anxious to hear all it 
could regarding this unusual fire, even to the 
amountof fire-insurance there may possibly 
have been upon the tenement and in what 
companies; and for securing this information 
itsenta member of its reportorial staff to 
obtain from the distinguished clergyman ad- 
ditional facts. That this visit was not succese- 
fulwill be known by any one who will read 
the following paragraph from said Sun of 
New York. Said the Brooklyn preacher: 

I appreciate the desire for further details in 
this matter, but I purposelyſa voided iocating the 
event, and the reasons that actuated me then im- 

elme now to keep the affair from the public. 

Such an eventis a terrible thing for the family 

and friends of the man who was punished, and it 

was out of consideration for them that I omitted 
to state where the scene was laid. That it is 
strictly true, however, I have conclusive evi- 
dence. I forget just how it-was brought to my 
attention. I heard it reported by somebody or 

got my first information from a private letter, I 

cannot say which, but I am inclined to think it 

was the latter. But no matter. I asked a trusted 
friend of mine to investigate for me, and he 

did so. Some correspondence ensued, which he 

turned over to me, and from it 1 am assured that 

the affair did actually and exactly take place as 

1 described it. I have the correspondence still, 

but 1 think I had better keep it to myself. 

Now, in this vow of siience Dr. Taimage did 
not act wisely. It seems not a little inappro- 
priate that a minister of the Gospel should 


bave taken sides with tue family and against 
the Deity. The public burning up of a bias- 
phemer would seem to indicate that the Lord 
desired to express b's disapproval of the grow- 
ing profanity, but, if Mr. Talmage may thus 
conceal from the anxious public the definit 
facts in this case, the aim of Providence would 
seem wholly frustrated by the taciturnity of 
Mr. Talmage, and there will devolve upon this. 
Providence the necessity of setting fire to 
some other man, and to some man as far away 
as possible from the concealing power of the 
Brooklyn orator. 

The mazes of casuistry are loug and dark, 
but it seems clear that in concealing the name 
and piace ofthis ineident Dr. Talmage be- 
comes in some manuer au accessory after the 
fact, or guilty ot suppressis veri, guilty of 
what might be called sympathetic profanity. 

Nor is this the whole measure of the doc- 
tor’s culpability. He bas thus cast a slur upon 
the Bible, upon which bis closed band falis so 
often with the two-fold power of energy and 
admiration. In that case of lying recorded in 
the Acts the names of the offenders are given, 
and mendacious persons in all times are 
alarmed upon the mere mennon of Ananias 
and Sapphira. So the false missionary was al- 
luded to by name, and we all know it was 
Jonah. In the Bible there is no saying. It 
was a terrible thing for a man to be entombed 
for three days in the abdomen of a whale, ana 
I would rather not pain his friends by giving 
names.” It was reserved for the nineteenth 
century, and Brooklyn, and our own beloved 
Talmage, to accuse thegBible of needless per- 
sonality and a desire to wound the feelings of 
relatives. 

Should Brother Talmage see these comments 
he must not assume that any persoh in the 
whole West doubts the essential parts of the 
story about the man, and the fire, and the oatb. 
We have all heard of bot oaths," and ex- 
plosive oaths,”’ ana oaths like a blue strea«,” 
and are willing to believe that where there has 
long been so much smoke there might at last 
come some fire, but there is a longing for par- 
ticulars of time, and piace, and person. Some 
divines ascribe the event to the early part of 
our century; some locate the scene in Indiana 
in 1837, in the wet season in March, and say 
that the profanity came from too much rain, 
and not from too little. Bewildered by these 
variations, many thousands of thoughtful peo- 
ple in the valley of the Mississippi—persons 
who would love to relate this awful tale to 
profane citizens as opportunity might offer— 
hope that Brother Talmage will not remain a 
partisan for the relatives, but will come out on 
the Lord's side and give his support to what 
seems thus far a thwarted plan of Provi- 
dence. 


The McPherson on “The 
Newspaper.” 

The Rev. 8S. J. McPherson preached last 
evening in the Second Presbyterian Church. 
corner Michigan avenue and Twentieth street, 
on “The Sunday Newspaper.“ The Sunday 
newspaper was published for the sake of 
money; that decided that it was wrong. It 
compelled those who made it and those who 
read it to keep up tne secular routine of the 
week; that fact again decided its character. 
There was no change; it furnished the same 
old pabulum of political news, criminal news, 
etc., devoting more space, if anything, to sen- 
sational news and scandals, and far more 
to advertisements. There was anotner count 
in the indictment. It compelled its employés 
to work seven days in the week, which was a 
bardship and a business injustice as the em- 
ployers got but six days. It also obliterated 
the difference between workinge-days and the 
Sabbath in the minds of its readers. He be- 
lieved that more than any other agent it de- 
prived people of rest and was therefore the 
worst enemy of mankind. Good men differed 
from him. They said that it was the Monday 
paper that was the real sinner, since the. work 
on it was done Sunday. This would not do for 
the reason that its readers were the more numer- 
ous class andWherefore more to be considered 
than the men who made the paper. The news- 
paper men should dave rest as well as the 
readers. Why, then, if the Monday paper was 
wrong, did not these men abolish the Monday 
paper? Editors bad uttered valiant words on 
this subject, in his experience, and then some 
bad eaten their words by establishing a Sunday 
edition, Editors also bad acknowledged that 
the most of the work on a Monday paper could 
be done Saturday and Saturday night. Why 
was it not done and aday of rest given to their 
employés. It was not absolutely necessary 
that the Sunday of every man should be the 
Sunday of all men, so a man had a day of 
rest. In the interest of human nature the 
Sunday paper should be abolished. If abol- 
isbed, whom would it burt? But two: Mam- 
mon and the Devil, the enemies of mankind. 

Some few reporters might attend church, but 
it was almost invariably because they were 
sent there on business. Editors, noble men 
they were too, 1f stood in a row would com- 
pare fa vorab y with any other set of men, but 
they did not attend enuren. There was a 
lamentable indifference, not to say antipathy, 
between the minister and the editor, who were 
in reality coworkers and ougtt to be haud-in- 
band. It was the fault of both that they were 
not. 

The Duty of the Rich, Toward the Poor. 

“i Myseif also Am a Man,“ was the subject 
of the Rev. Mr. Milsted’s sermon at Unity 
Chureh yesterday morning. Not to see the 
truth that there was a divine spark in the soul 
of everyone was to lose the most precious of 
God's teachings. If we want to claim kinship 
with God, we must claim kinsbip with man. 
In all the world humanity is divided into two 
classes—the capitalist and laborer, the rich and 
poor. One of the best means of removing this 
division of classes was through the personal 
influence of the rich upon the poor. It was 
not enough to send the County Agent to re- 
lieve suffering, but the rich must go among the 
poor themseives. They should go among the 
poor, because in that way alone could they 
know the sufferings of the poor and know how 
to lift them up. The poor sbould come in con- 
tact with those who could arouse a discontent 
with ibemseives and their station. At present 
they were not contented with themeelves, but 
with those in a higher position. To bridge the 
chasm between the two ciasses the poor must

“The Christian at Play, or the Question of 
Public Amusement,“ was the subject of the 
Rev. Charles Conklin's sermon at the Church of 
the Redeemer, corner of Warren avenue and 
Robey street.

Christians should not take part in any 
amusement, bowever innocent in itself it 
might be, which took their minds from their 
work or duties elsewbere. They also should 
not take part in amusements which were sur- 
rounded by evii influences.

Sleep as a Mechanical Operation. 

A writeron the philosophy of sleep deciares 
that sleep is prevented by an excess of blood 
m the brain, and proposes, as a remedy, 
to pump the blood back from the brain by 
a peculiar method of breathing, for which direc- 
tions are given as follows: Having assumed 
the usual posture of repose the person is to 
mhale an exhale slowir and steadily long 
breaths, devoting the whole attention to mak- 
ing the inhalations and exbalations exactly the 
same lenath—the length to be much greater 
than that ofordinary breathing, although not 
sufficient to disturb the circulation by working 
che lungs to their utmost capacity. In sup- 
port of this theory reference is made to the 
feeling of faintness produced by filling the lungs 
with all the air they will bold and then expel- 
ling it, repeating the operauon rapidly three or 
four times; the resulting faintness is attri- 
buted to the withdrawal of biood from the 
brain, ana the same effect, substantially. follows 
any sudden and extreme emotion. 80 violent 
adisturbance of the system, however, is not 
advised for the purpose here sought, but a 
steady and gradual diversion of the blood 
trom the brain to the lungs and body.

A WONDERFUL DISCOVERY, 


A Way of Making a Million Feet of Gas 
from a Barrel of Oil. 

CaxTor, O., Nov. 19.—|Special.|—There is 
important news here today which is well cor- 
roborated of a gas-making process that prom- 
ises to outdo natural gas. The news comes in 
response to an inquiry to Mr. W. B. Butler, a 
neighbor of the inventor, J. J. Johnson of 
Columbiana, O0. Mr. W. B. Sutler is a promi- 
nent manufacturer of that piace. Mr. Sutler 
replies to a letter addressed him by a Canton 
business-man and says Johnson bas been work- 
ing on the invention for some time and bas suc- 
ceeded in pertecting bis process to such an ex- 
tent that wonderful results Were accomplished. 
The principle of the machine isa system of 
siphons, and alr is forced alternately through 
water and through oil, resulting in gas. The 
tests made by Mr. Johnson with the machine 
first finished by him resulted in gettimg 450,000 
cubic feet of gas from a barrel of oll. After 
this immense quantity of gas had been made 


‘the residue of oil, as a lubricator, is said to be 


worth as much as the barrel of oil originally. 
It is cheaper than daylight, for after getting 
the light and fuel you bave the original value 
of material you get itfrom. Mr. Jobnson 
made a trip to Boston and had a conference 
with capitalists regarding the sale of the 
right to the invention. After his representa- 
tions chemists from Harvard College were sent 
to Columbiana to investigate. They reported fa- 
vorably upon it, ana Jobuson was given $1,000, - 
000 for the richt in the United States, with the

ANNUAL KEPORT OF POSTMASTER- 
GENERAL VILAS. 


Gratifying Results Shown to Have Been 
Attained Within the Last Year—New 
Features Which Have Been Intro- 
duced—The Foreign Mail Service—Ex- 
tension of the Free and Special Deliv- 
ery Systems—Com pensation of Officials— 
False Returns Made. 


Wasnincton, D. C., Nov. 21.—[Special.|— 
Post master-General Vilas bas issued the an- 
nual report of his department. The chief 
features of the document are giveu below: 


The mileage last year of our mail transporta- 
tion exceeded by more than 125,000,000 miles the 
service rendered to any other Government. Of 
post-offices no other Nation has one-third our 
number—a marked feature of advantage to our 
people and of liberality in policy. We expend 
annually more money than any other to main- 
tain postal facilities, and, if the postal telegraph 
service be excluded from the reckoriing, we de- 
rive a greater revenue. At the same time no 
service is maintained at more economy of ex- 

nditure for results. The mail matter handled 

y our postal service greatly outweighs and out- 
numbers that of any other postal system. Trust- 
worthy estimates place the number of letters 
mailed during last year at 100,000,000 more than 
were mailed in Great Britain, and nearly that 
number more than were mailed in Germany, 
France, and Austria combined. Of all pieces of 
matter mailed the proportion to each inhabitant 
of the United States is estimated at 66, of Great 
Britain at 57, and of Germany at 19. 

The rate of assessment imposed for the main- 
tenance of our service bears a similarly gratify- 
ing comparison with that of other lands. Ex- 
cept in Great Britain, the unit of weight for 
letter postage remains elsewhere at the half 
ounce, and, with perhaps one exception, the 
lowest rate at the equivalent of two cents; and 
although the British rate of a penny an ounce 
substantially corresponds to our present charge 
of two cents, nominally, yet the average of dis- 
tances over which the mails of the Unitea States 


“are transported exceeds by so many times the 


average of distances in the United Kingdom that 
upon the whole contrast the American postage is 
the cheaper. “ 

The number of Presidential offices with which 
the current year began was 2,244, a gain of 11; of 
these, 75 of the first class, a gain of 4; 400 of the 
second class, a gain of 17; and 1,769 of the third 
class, a loss of 10 as compared with the beginning 
of the late year. 

In the fourth class, comprising the Ist of July 
51,370 offices, there was a gain of 2,351, the new 
establishments having been 3,482, those discon- 
tinued 1,120, and 11 become Presidential. The 
increase in the number of establishments over 
the previous year was 1,361. 

By the increase in offices the New England 
States gained 50; the five Middle States, with the 
District of Columbia, 261; fourteen Southern 
States and the Indian Territory, 1,444; the three 
States and three Territories on the Pacific slope, 
106; the Western States and Territories, 501. As 
in the preceding year, Virginia required the larg- 
est number of new offices, being 238, with 41 dis- 
continuances, while Colorado sustained the 
greatest diminution, 45 having been discontinued 
to but 29 established.

THE IRISH LAND-PURCHASE BILL. 


“An Irish Magistrate's” Tory Argument 
Answered with Great Ease. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—[ Editor of The Tribune.]— 
There is an important distinction, which your ed- 
itorial this morning fails to recognize, between 
the Land-Purchase bill of Mr. Gladstone and the 
bill which it is reported the present Tory Gov- 
ernment is to introduce next session. Mr. Glad- 
stone’s proposal was to advance £50,000,000 
sterling or less to the occupiers with which to 
buy their farms. The reimbursement of this sum 
was to be arranged and controlled by an Irish 
Parliament sitting in Dublin. It was shrewdly 
L conjectured by Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Trevei- 
Jan, and other leading Liberals that the money 
thus advanced was advanced on a doubtful se- 
curity, and would of itself inevitably induce fric- 
tion between the two Parliaments. Mr. Cham- 
berlain has recently stated in a letter to 
Mr. W. H. Hurlbert that when he was in the 
late Cabinet of Mr. Gladstone, he himself pro- 
posed a very large measure of land purchase 
with funds guaranteed by the State, but subject 
to central control, absolutely distinct from the 
interference of any local bodies to whom an 
kind of “* State-right" was tobe granted. II, 
therefore, the present Government is contem- 
plating a land-purchase scheme it will secure the 
support of Mr. Chamberlain and the other 
Unionist Liberals it. and only if, the other issue, 
a Parliament in Dublin, is absolutely withdrawn; 
and if English gold is to be spent in this manner

‘CALIFORNIA GRAPE CROP. 


THE LUSCIOUS FRUIT HARVESTED AND 
THE WINE-PRESS AT WORK. 


Comparative Statement of the Wine and 
Brandy Crop—Tabie Grapes Consamed— 
Large Quantities Shipped Eastward— 
The Raisin Product—Rapid Growth of 
the Industry—Nearly Two Hundred 
Thousand Tons of Grapes Raised This 
Year. 


San Francisco Call: The vintage is about 
over. San José continues to ship to the East 
a car or two per day of late grapes grown in 
the Santa Cruz Mountains, but in most of the 
vinegards of the State the crop has been har- 
vested, and wine-making is in full progress. It 
is interesting to compare the net result of this 
year’s work with that of former years. 

A Call reporter interviewed a number of 
persons engaged in wine-growing and wine- 
making, and from a comparison of their esti- 
mates be arrived at the conciusiogp that the 
wine crop (including brandy) of 1 will foot 
up about 16,000,000 gallons. This mpares 
as follows with the crops of the prévious six 
years:

The product seems to have been erratic, con- 
sidering that the area of land pianted in vines 
bas been steadily on the increase year by year. 
This bas been due to various causes. One of 
these bas been the steady, if slow, progress of 
the ravages of the pbylloxera, which, year by 
year, bave reduced or checked alto- 
gether me output of - certain vie- 
yards, and compeiling vine-growers. to 
uproot their vines and replace them by re- 
sistant stock. Then again, in many locali- 
ties vine-growers have found that the price 
commanded by Mission grapes was so low, and 
the quality of wine made from them so indif- 
ferent, that it was not worth while to devote 
to them the labor necessary to insure a crop; 
they have uprooted them and replaced them 
by better varieties, which, of course, take time 
to bear. But, above all, the fluctuations in 
the output have been due to acci- 
dents in the weather. A heavy frost 
in the spring will diminish the yield 
of a fertile district one-half, and will defeat all 
calculations. In 1885 che ‘expectation which 
was based on the area planted was that the 
yield would not fall sbort of 20,000,000 gallons 
of wine, but a spell of cold weather came in 
flowering time, the berries did not set. and fell 
off, and the crop only footed up 7,500,000 
gallons. 
The aggregate yield of 1886 will not be sat- 
isfactory to those who have looked for a sud- 
den and large increase in our wine product.

CORRIGAN AND GEORGE’S THEORIES. 


The Archbishop Upholds the Right of Man 
to Own the Soil. 

New York, Nov. 21.—Archbisbop Corrigan, 
in bis pastoral letter read in all the churches 
in this diocese todas, has this to say in reward 
to Henry George’s land theories: 

Undoubtedly God made the earth for the use of 
all mankind: but whether the possessſon there- 
of was to be in common. or by individual owner- 
ship, was left for reason to determine. Such 
determination, judging from the facts of history, 
the sanction of law from the teachings of the 
wisest. and the actions of the best and bravest of 
mankind, has been, and is, that man can, by 
lawful acts, become possessed of the right of 
ownership in property, and not merely in its use. 
The reason is because a man is strictly entitled 
to that of which he is the producing cause, to the 
improvement he brings about in it, and the en- 
joyment of both. But it is clear that 
in a farm, for instance, which one has by pa- 
tient toil improved in value; in a block of marble 
out of which one has chiseled a perfect statue, 
he cannot fully enjoy the improvement he has 
caused unless he has also the right to own the 
object thus improved. He has @ strict right— 
and evil are the laws and systems which ignore 
it—either to ownership and enjoyment or to 
a full compensation for the improvement 
which is his. To strive to base an argument 
against ownership in land by redsoning on the 
universal distribution of air and light is onlya 
freak of the imagination. Who would burrow 
the earth to draw forth its buried treasures if 
the very mine he was working were at the 
mercy of the passer-by whom its riches might 
attract. Who would watch with eagerness the 
season when to sow and to reap, and to gather 
the harvest which is the very fruit of his labors, 
if he is told that those who stand by the wayside 
idle are equally entitled torts enjoyment? True, 
indeed. in many painful instances the rights of 
the toiler are trampled upon and 
the fruits of his labor snatched from 
his grasp. True, this is done too frequently with 
the concurrence, or at least the connivance, of 
the law. This isthe evil that needs redress, but 
such redress can never be brought about by deny- 
ing a fundamental right or by perpetuating a 
radical wrong.

Compensation to fourth class Postmasters. al- 
though ultimately reviewed and allowed by the 
Auditor, is, in the nrst place, reckoned by them- 
selves and retained out of their receipts. The 
changes of Postmasters during the eighteen 
months past have contributed to disclose the 
fact that many violations of the law have been 

racticed, and illegally excessive compensation 

as too often been retained. 

The accumulating evidences leave little reason 
to doubt that the practice of making false re- 
turns has been pursued by some Postmasters 
almost since the enactment of the statute of 1878; 
that it has been a growing and spreading fault, 
embracing larger numbers as years have passed, 
inducing the fraudulent sale of stamps to give a 
specious cover by larger reported sales to the 
falsely reported cancellations. and causing con- 
siderable annual loss tothe department. It is 
thought that a noticeable effect has been already 
produced upon the revenues from sales at presi- 
dential offices, as well as upon the expense item 
of compensation to fourthclass offices, by the 
changes of Postmasters during the year and the 
action of the department. 

The free-delivery service by carriers was. dur- 
ing the year, extended to three cities, Aurora, 
III., Duluth. Minn., and Newport, Ky., making 
on the 80th of June, 1886, 181 free-delivery offices 
in all. The limits imposed by law on the 
discretion of the department in extendin 
the system have nearly been reached, an 
unless they be expanded the addition of other 
communities to the enjoyment of the privi- 
leges of the system will be few, as from year to 
year they gradually attain to the population or 
volume of business now required. 

The amount of postage on local matter is re- 
ported at $5.839,242.97, an increase of $558,519.87 
on the previous year, while the excess of such 

stages over the cost of the service was 61.528. 
$36.27, a gain of $232,165.72, or 17.93 percent. The 
recommendation in the last annual report for 
the extension of the discretionary limitations of 
this service to places of 10,000 inhabitants or 
$10,000 of gross annual revenue I respectfully re- 
new. The opinion expressed in the last report 
that a separate grade of collection-carriers 
should be established for use in the larger 
cities, at lower rates of annual pay than are 
given the delivery carriers, has ripened in my 
mind a conviction that efficiency and economy 
would both be promoted by the measure. It is 
suggested also that the statute which forbids 
placing collection-boxes in any but public build- 
ings or railroad stations should be modified. 
It is now customary to construct in the cities 
private buildings of large size and great hight 
for business purposes, of such capacity that 
a colony of business-men May occupy one. A 
convenient device is often supplied to these by 
which mail matter deposited in the several 
stories in a common pipe or tube will drop to a 
letter-box on the ground floor. By this means 
such a letter-box oftentimes serves more persons 
than one upon a street corner and with equal 
security. and such provision is, or can 
be made. in all cases, that it is as 
conveniently accessible to collectors. It would 
be an additional facility extended by the 
postal service to business-men to authorize 
such boxes to be constructed, without cost to the 
Government, and embraced within the collection 
service, under control of the local post-office. 

The returning business activity has shown its 
marks in the money-ordersystem by an increase 
in the number of orders and postal notes issued 
and paid, slightly exceeding 9 per cent on the 
whole: the gain on domestic orders, however, 
being less than 3 per cent, while in postal notes 
it was nearly 19 per cent, and in international 
orders nearly.10 per cent of issues, though but 
3.35 in those paid. During the last year there 
were issued 7.940, % domestie orders, amounting 
to nearly $114,000,000; 5.999.428 postal notes, 
amounting to $11,718,000; and 493,423 international 
orders. aggregating 7. 178. 780.21. besides the pay- 
ment of foreign orders, reaching a total of almost 
$4,000.000. The entire amount of fees received 
was $1.214,506.38, less by $2,869.60 than the pre- 
vious vear. ; 

The special-delivery service was instituted under 
authority of the actof March 3, 188, and put in 
operation the first day of October tast year. Its 
privileges were operative at but 555 post-offices. 
The restriction greatiy limited the convenience 
and empleyment of the service, because it re- 
quired the sender of a letter to consult the list of 
offices where the stamp would be available, a 
list often inaccessible at the proper time. Nor 
was the stamp efficacious upon any but first- 
class matter. Notwithstanding, the public ap- 
pears to have found the system advantageous, 
and during the full year of its use, to the end of 
September, 1,118,820 letters were received for 
special delivery at the designated offices, of 
which 785.020 came by mail and 333.800 were drop- 
letters. The large proportion of the latter seems 
an indication of the restraint on senders, just 
mentioned, from the want of ready knowledge of 
what offices were designated for special delivery. 
Taking the full year of the system, the amount of 
fees paid for special delivery is put by the re- 
turns received at 84. 784. leaving a gross profit to 
the Government of $27,097. The service, to the 
extent it was employed bythe public, has been 
well performed. The last year can be properly 
regarded as only affording a tentative experiment 
with the new system, with favorable indications. 
The present Congress gave power to make the 
stamp available at any office and upon any arti- 
cle of mailable matter. Instructions were pre- 

ared and issued to all Postmasters. and circu- 

ars of information to the public, and the en- 
larged system was put in operation the Ist of 
October. Practically it now affords the advan- 
tages of the parcels-post system for such articles 
as are admitted to the mails, and it may prove a 
recursor to the general introduction of that 
feature of postal service, now in use in several 

f Europe. 

“ore auth of J une, 1885, the annual rate of cost 
of the entire transportation service was reported 
to stand at#28,285,081. But by contracts and or- 
ders previously made, to take effect the Ist day 
of July. 1885, this rate was so changed that that 
day. the beginning of the last fiscal year, it stood 
at $28.955.808. . Notwithstanding, the actual cash 
expenditure, as reported by the Auditor, has 
been but $27,553,238.98, to which must be added a 
sum estimated not to exceed $175,000 for railroad 
service unadjusted at the date of his report.

Isee no reason 
whatever to suppose that there will be no further 
fall in prices. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s opposition, it will be 
seen, was based on the very reasonable pre- 
sumption that the tenants, if they purchased 
at present prices, could not possibly pay 
either an Irish Government sitting in Dublin 
or an Eoglish Government sitting in London. 
It does not matter that Mr. Chamberlain ata 
later date dodged in a cowardiy manner a vote 
on Mr. Parnell's bill proposing a revision of 
rents to meet the 20 to 40 per cent fallin 
the price of Irish products “since the [Glad- 
stone] Land act was passed.“ Mr. Chamberiain’s 
letter to Mr. Hurlbert is entirely beside the 
issue. It is well known that the Unionist sub- 
leader is in favor of a general government 
loaning system tor all manner of projects, 
allotments, cottages, crofter purchases, etc. 

An Irisa Magistrate’’ draws avery rosy 
Tory picture of the consequence of relieving 
the Irish landlords from their present pecun- 
jary difficulties. Hetbinks that the project 
for an Irish Parliament will be swamped by it. 
In other words, be admires the scheme, be- 
cause at a cost of $125,000,000 it will relieve 
the British Tories from the dread of Parnellism 
—it will be a bribe on an immense scaie for 
peace. But it is exceedingly doubtful after 
the bribe is paid if peace will result. _Experi- 
ments of the kind have beep tried before with- 
out accomplishing any good. 

An Irish Magistrate seems to forget, too, 
that the Tories carried the English constitu- 
encies in July on the issue: Not a shiiling to 
relieve the wortbiess Irish landlords, who have 
always been the cause of trouble between Ire- 
land and Great Britain. 

The Giadstone bill, it was argued by the 
London Morning Post, the leading Tory organ, 
was not for the reliet of Irish tenants, but of 
Irisb landlords,“ and the Scoteman, a Unionist 
organ, said: “It is unpleasant to have to de- 
scribe the measure asa bribe to hostile Irish 
landlords, but such in effect it 18.“ The same 
arguments apply witb equal force to the Tory 
bill. .Will not British taxpayers apply them if 
Tory and Unionist organs do not? 

After all, the main point to be considered 
regarding this proposed bill is whether the 
tenants will not foolishly purchase at too bigh 
a price. Even the staid and sober Ulster men 
are now paying eighteeu times the judicial 
rent, though a meeting of the Ulster Land 
Committee, consisting of representative tarm- 
ers wholly unconnected with the National 
party, heid in April last, adopted as the first 
article of its platform “ that the normal stand- 
ard of purchase should be reduced to fifteen

Congressman Finley Will Sue for Libel. 

WILLIAMSBURG, Ky., Nov. 20.—|Specia!. |— 
At the next term ot the Whbitiey County Cir- 
cuit Court, which begins on the first Monday 
in December, Congressman-elect Finley will 
file a suit against the Courler-Journal and Times 
of Louis ville for criminai libel, claiming dam- 
ages in the sum of $50,000. The libel consists 
of charges affecting Mr. Finley's private char- 
acter which were made by the two papers dur- 
ing and since the recent canvass, and which 
ne claims were false and malicious. Finley 
claims he will prove that some tall 
lying bas been indulgea in by Deacon Halde- 
man's papers.

Stock- 
ton, panta Rosa, Red Bluff, Tehama, 
and the other cities of the State, to 
say nothing of villages and farm-houses. 
One dealer told a (all reporter that 
San Francisco had been consuming for some 
time, and would consume for some time to 
come, 5,000 twenty-pouad boxes a day of table 
grapes. If this consumption iasts sixty days 
it must absorb 6,000,000 pounds or 3,000 tons 
of grapes. At the same rate the consumptiop 
of the whole State would be something like 
10,000 tons; but, in the country, where animal 
food is more sparingly used than here, the 
consumption of grapes must be much larger. 

Besides the table grapes which have been 
consumed bere, a large quantity bas been 
shipped East. Here again there is a difficulty 
in getting accurate figures, as the fruit-trains 
have been generally dispatched from interior 
points and have not come to San Francisco at 
all. It is understood that about 1,000 car- 
loads of grapes have gone forward from Sac- 
ramento. Vacaville has probably dispatched 
500, and perbaps 500 more have been sent 
trom San José, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
and other points. Altogether we have proba- 
bly sent to the East this year 2,000 car-loads, or 
20,000 tons, of table grapes. 

The raisin product is pretty accurately 
known. Weshball produce this year about 
500,000 twénty-pound boxes of raisins, as 
against 260,000 boxes produced last year. They 
willnot net as much money in proportion; 
last year, owing to the choiera scare, many 
Eastern consumers took California raisins in 
preference to Spanish raisins: and, of course, 
if we doubie our product now, we 
must expect the price to iail off. 
Hence tne best London layers are now selil- 
ing at $1.50@1.75 per box, as against $2.00@2.25 
last year, and seedless sultanas at $1.00@1.30, 
as against $1.50 last year. To ascertain the 
quantity of grapes dried as raisins we must 
multiply the pounds of raisins by three, as it 
takes three pounds of grapes to make one 
pound of raisins. Thus, to make tue 10,000,- 
000 pounds of raisins which we have for sale 
this year, it consumed 30,000,000 pounds, or 
15,000 tons of grapes. 

Finally, m consequence of the failure of 
Congress to pass the Sweet-Wine bill, makers 
of sweet wines in the southern counties are 
finding it cheaper to make brandy direct than 
to fortify their sweet wines and to pay the tax 
on the spirits used for that purpose; thus 
about 300,000 gallons of grape brandy will be 
made direct in Los Augeles and other southern 
counties this year, which, had Congress passed 
tbe bill, would bave made its appeurance as 
sweet wine. These 300,000 gallons of brandy, 
which are equivalent to 1,200,000 galions of 
wine, will consume about 10,000 tons of grapes. 

Wecan now sum up. To understand the 
calculation, it must be remembered that a ton 
of grapes is supposed to yield 130 gailons of 
wine; thus by dividing the wine product by 
130 we arrive at the result in tons.

CHARLES Francis ADAMS Sr., who was 


pon of President John Quincy Adams and 


grandson of President John Adams, died at 


E bis home in Boston, Mass., yesterday. Previ- 


ous to 1848 he had been a member of the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature, and in 1848 was nom- 
inated for the Vice-Presidency by the Free- 
Soil party. He was elected to Congress in 
1858, and was Minister to Great Britain from 
1861 to 1868, having been appointed by Pres- 
ident Lincoln. Subsequently he joined the 
Democratic party, by whom he was nomi- 
nated for Governor of Massachusetts in 1876. 
For several years previous to his death he 
had not been active in public or social life. 
He was 79 years old. 


Tue Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair has made his annual report on 
the condition of the navy. Of the flagship 
Tennessee he says: The Tennessee, the 
only first-rate wooden vessel in active serv- 
ice, can be kept in service but a few months 
Jonger. She is undoubtedly in very bad con- 
dition; her main wale-strakes are so badly 
decayed as to preclude their being recalked, 
gid her lower mastheads are so badly de- 
cayed that it is not considered prudent to 
carry a press of sail upon them.” The num- 
ber of serviceable vessels in the navy has 
thus been reduced to two first-rate, ten sec- 
ond-rate, twenty third-rate, and seven fourth- 
rate vessels—the two latter class including 
two torpedo rams. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 
Business is undisturbed by any evil por- 
tents. The only thing it now has to do is to 
grow. There are plenty of important mat- 


ters to be decided which if they are left to 


themselves will make trouble—such as the 
contraction of the National bank currency 


and the excessive Government revenues—but 


they are not immediate obstacles in the path- 
‘way of trade, nor are they beyond the con- 
trol of the country, as a general state of 
bankruptey, for instance, would be. They 
can de taken up in due time and settled in 
such a way as not to disturb the course of 


* traffic. In business itself there is no element 


which is producing, or is likely to produce, 
great depression. The most unfavorable fact 
in the West—the low price of @Zricultural 
products—has been operative long enough to 
have created widespread i:fSolvency if that 
misfortune were coming at all, and it is 
proved that the farmers can not only make a 
living but buy luxuries to a considerable ex- 
tent. In the East the manufacturing inter- 
ests have got on their feet again and are in- 
creasing their dividends. The decline in the 
prices of staple commodities has been ar- 
rested, and in the case of a great majority of 
them there is an upward tendency. 

Even speculation, which is usually the 
most evil infinence of a period when the 
hopes of men are stimulated, has not become 
general and is not scoring many victims. 
The trade on the New York Stock Exchange 
is large, but all signs indicate that it is con- 
fined mainly to professional speculators of 
this country and operators of the Old World.

inside. The rise in other stocks has been so 
quiet and steady that there has been plenty 
of opportunity for amateurs to get im and 
out, and there has at no time been a great 
rush of sellers, 

There Were no developments last week to 
indicate any radical change in the situation. 
The bulls appear to have pretty complete 
control of the list. Their policy is to take 
up one stock after another and give it a 
boom. There are a few left which have not 
advanced much, but the manipulators will 
not take the public into their confidence till 
they get their line. Meanwhile the stend- 
ard, high-priced stocks hold their own, but 
do not draw many operators with the prom- 
ise of quick profits. In harmony with the 
fact that outsiders are not deeply involved in 
the stock market is the quietade of other 
speculative markets. Business on the Ch. 
cago Board of Trade is small; trade in 
mining securities has long been at alow ebb; 
cotton futures are quiet; and petroleum has 
only an occasional spasm of activity. There 
are, however, signs of a revival of specula- 
tion in mines. They are more pronounced in 
England than in this country. 

The week brought no important change in 
the aspect of mercantile affairs, A little 
more activity was reported at leading cities, 
but it had no greater significance than the 
slight depression of two or three weeks pre- 
vious. Staple articles of commerce were in 
good demand and prices strong. The re 
ports of the carrying companies confirmed 
those of the merchants. Railroad earnings 
continued to increase, ocean freights were 
strong, and the business of the coastwise 
steamers large. The moderate improvement 
in England's trade is now everywhere recog- 
nized, and cheering reports begin to come 
from the Continent, though much ground 
for dissatisfaction continues to exist there, 
and progress out of the present duilness will 
be slow. The advance in silver to 47d per 
ounce is a cause of encouragement all over 
the world. The money markets of the two 
continents are gradually finding a level. The 
tendency of rates in England is upward. In 
this country, while there has been no de- 
cline exceptin call loans in New York, the 
supply of available funds is on the increase. 
A handsome addition to the surplus reserve 
of the associated banks was made last week, 
and that item is nearly up to $10,000,000. 
After the ist of January great sums of 
money will be let loose through the payment 
of interest, dividends, and other profits, and 
somewhat lower rates may be looked for. 


THE PRESIDENT AND HIS SPOILS CRITICS. 

The President is now about half-way 
through his term of office. It was not to be 
expected that he would give satisfaction to 
Republicans, so any failure in that direction 
is not to be charged against him. Has he 
made any advance in the favor of the Demo- 
cratic party? The answer to this question 
is that the sharpest and most cruel criticism 
of him personally and of his policy political- 
ly comes from his own party. On the one 
hand, the mugwumps are continually apolo- 
gizing for him, reasoning with him, and ex- 
tenuating his conduct in violating the Civil- 
Service law and catering to the spoilsmen of 
the Democratic party; while on the other 
hand these very spoilsmen are continually 
assailing him for not turning out more Re- 
publicans, altho there are very few left ex- 
cept clerks and letter-carriers, and deliver- 
ing over the patronage in bulk to the Con- 
gressional purveyors. 

It is said that the President is peculiarly 
sensitive to criticism, particularly when the 
critics are Democrats, as all the hardest and 
roughest ones are. He certainly has the right 
to be, for nothing could be more unjust, more 
cruel, or more unfounded than the snarls and 
complaints of these clamorous spoils shriek- 
ers and seekers. When the full sweep of the 
Presidential prerogative is considered, and 
when the victims of the official guillotine are 
counted up in every State, county, city, town, 
and village, it will be found that Mr, Cleve- 
land has already swept more than three- 
fourths of the Republican officeholders out 
of their places (leaving nothing but a rem- 
nant of little fellows), merely because they 
were Republicans, and in defiance of both 
the letter and the spirit of the civil-service 
reguiations, and that he has not left a Re- 
publican in even the lowest office where 
by any possibility his . position could be 
used to the detriment of the Dem- 
ocratic party. All the responsible officials 
have been beheaded. That the spoils- 
men are not satisfied even with this whole 
sale slaughter of their foes shows that they 
are disappointed because he has not 
provided offices for the criminal classes of 
the party, the loafers and bummers of the 
wards, the shriekers and heelers, and the 
unconvicted convicts who stuff ballot-boxés, 
forge returns, and manipulate tally-sheets. 
Itshows that they want him to parcel out 
the offices by metes and bounds in each dis- 
trict, giving to each Congressman the ap- 
pointing power, so that he can parcel out 
offices to his henchmen and aides-de-camp. 
But the fact that he has in a large degree 
done this very thing shows that they not 
only want him to chop off the heads of all 
the little clerks and letter-carners, but to do 
it as if he liked it, and, like old Gen, Jack- 
son when he cleaned out the National Re- 
publicans (alias Whigs), to announce it 
with a loud hurrah; and, whenever he 
lifts a scalp, to sound a war-whoop, brandish 
his tomahawk, have a war-dance, and strike 
terror to his Republican enemies. To the 
extent that Cleveland has fallen short of 
this Jacksonian mode of scalping Repub- 
licans they find fault with and denounce 
him, 

But what good would it have done them ? 
It is one of the curious features of the recent 
elecuon that wherever the removals have 
been the most sweeping—and this, too, in 
many instances, in Democratic districts— 
there the Republican gains have been the 
largest and most decided. In Virginia, for 
instance, where no Republicans have been 
left in office as $pared monuments of mercy, 
the State, supposed to be hopelesly Dem- 
cratic, has gone heavily Republican. In the 
First District of Indiana—down in the 
Pocket —it was discovered that there 
were quite a number of little Republican 
Postmasters left, and a demand was made 
for their removal. The ax was set at work 
and their heads were soon in the basket, 
with the result that the Democratic Con- 
gressional candidate was whipped out of 
sight by his Republican opponent, Hovey. 
The same thing occurred in the Fort Wayne 
district, which has been 3,000 Democratic, 
where the bloodthirsty Lowry, covered by 
the gore of decapitated Republicans, has 
been knocked out for re€lection by 2.500 ma- 
jority. Is it not true that right here in 
Cook County, where no one was left but Mr. 
Ham, the Customs Appraiser, and he only 
holdingon till a successor could be agreed 
on, the result of the election was the Re 
publicans mopped the earth with the Dem- 
ocrus? Take the case of Lawler: he de- 
voted his entire time to securing removals of 


 fittle village and cross-road Postmasters in 


Cook County, and in squeezing faithful 
clerks out of the Post-Office to make room 
for ward bummers; yet in a district naturally 
Democratic by 5,000 majority he was re- 
elected by a miserable majority of sixteen 
votes. Wecould name any number of like 
instances in other parts of the country, all 
going to prove that the ravenous how! at the 
President for not swinging his ax more 
swiftly and ruthlesly has caused disgust at 
the spoilsmen on the part of the public, and 
that Cleveland has weakened himself by 
obeying the behests of the organized 
appetite of his party to the extent 
he has done. Wherever the remoy- 
als have been the most complete the Repub- 
licans were the most triumphant. In spite 
of all this the spoils-seekers will continue 
their howling at the President, whose hands 
are dripping with blood from his gory ax. 
It a Presidential convention were held to- 
morrow it is not likely that he would re- 
ceive a quarter of the votes. Is it any more 
probable that two years from now he will be 
in any better plight or command any more 
support? It will be one time and out, and 
some genuine, enthusiastic spoilsman, like 
Hill, for instance, will get the next nomina- 
tion. It will be a fitting rebuke, not for 
treachery to party, nor for indifference as to 
its ideas as to spoils, but to conspicuous and 
colossal hypocrisy. If his Democratic crit- 
ics had lampooned him as a hypocrit they 
would have hit nearer the mark. 


CATHOLIC CLERGY AND THE SOCIALISTS. 
Tho letter of Archbishop Corrigan de- 
nouncing the George land confiscation scheme 
would have been better if it had come sooner. 
The Roman Catholic Church has claimed for 
ages to be the conservator of property richts, 
and the claim has been generally admitted. 
It must be said, however, in relation to the 
Roman Church in America since the inau- 
guration of the Socialist propaganda that it 
has been strangely inactive. Cardinal Gib- 
bons and Bishop Ireland, and a priest here 
and there like Father Flanigan of the Stock- 
Yards, have denounced Communism and So- 
cialism, and have tried to reason with their 
people, but there have come no authoritative 
declarations from the Catholic churchmen 
whose flocks were most assailed by the Com- 
munistic spouters and walking delegates, un- 
til Archbishop Corrigan spoke. He was no 
doubt moved to utterance by the fact that 
one of his foremost priests, Dr. Edward 
McGlynn, is one of the foremost supporters 
of the George heresy of land robbery. His 
words cannot fail to havea most important 
influence on members of his church. He 
speaks in language of sober logic and fact 
when he says that man has a strict right 
either to ownership and enjoyment or to a 
full compensation for the improvement 
which is his, and that to strive to base an ar- 
gument against ownership in land by reason- 
ing on the universal distribution of air and 
light is only a freak of the imagination.” 

Those sentences would make appropriate 
texts for the Sunday sermons of every 
Catholic priest in America. They would be 
specially applicable in Chicago. But the 
Archbishop here makes no sign. He is un- 
accouhtably inert. Yet Chicago is the cen- 
tre of the Communistic propaganda in 
America. Llere are glorified the doctrines 
that would set up, as Mr. Ingham well said, 
Wa strumpet in the place of the Virgin,” 
and which would consign the Archbishop of 
Chicago to the ignominious death of Arch- 
bishop Darboy of Paris, 

At least 75 or 80 per cent of those who 
participated in the recent Communistic and 
riotous strike at the Stock-Yards belong to 
the Roman Church, but not one word of 
warning, of caution, or advice has been of- 
fered by Archbishop Feehan or his Vicar- 
General concerning this event. Can any- 
body imagine a disturbance of the kind oc- 
curring, say in Ireland or in France, without 
the Bishop or Archbishop of the district in- 
tervening ? 

It is about time that the Chicago Arch- 
bishop awakened to the importance of a 
crisis in which halt of his constituents are 
concerned,

THE UNJUSTIFIABLE DUTY ON COAL. 

The United States has never put a duty on 
anthracite, as that kind of coal is found only 
in Pennsylvania and in inconsiderable quan- 
tities m Wales, but the American collieries 
producing bituminous coal have long been 
furnished protection owing to the proximity 
of a competing mine in Nova Scotia. The 
Pictou mine producesa good quality of steam 
coal, and owing to the cheapness of trans- 
portation by water it could be sold at mod- 


erate rates in the New England cities, and | 


manufactures would be taken in exchange for 
the coal. The product of the Nova Scotia 
mines was admitted free for a number of years 
prior to 1866 under the reciprocity treaty, but 
the business had hardly secured a fair start 
before it was checked by a duty of 
75 cents per ton on bituminous or shale, and 
40 cents per ton on slack or culm. The 
Tariff Commission of 1883 recommended the 
reduction of the first duty to 50 cents and 
the second to 30, but Congress refused to do 
more than lower the rate on slack coal 10 
cents per ton. The 75 cents per ton on 
Pictou coal is still paid by the New England 
coal consumers. 

After the expiration of the reciprocity 
treaty and the imposition of an American 
tariff on coal imported from Nova Scotia, the 
Dominion levied a retaliatory duty against 
the miners of Pennsylvania, Ohio, and In- 
diana and shut them out of the fine-coal mar- 
ket of Canada, easily reached across the 
lakes. Asaresult of this mischievous, un- 
justifiable legislation by both countries coal 
is now held at needlesly high rates in both 
Canada and New England, and the output 
is artificially restricted so as to fall below 
the demand and force up prices on the 
consumers. Were it not for this dog in the 
manger policy the coal operators of Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, and Indiana might have free 
access to the Canadas, a great coal-consuming 
district, and could realize handsome returns 
by increasing their output, employing more 
labor, and observing the sound business 
maxim as to large sales and small profits ” 
coal might be cheaper and the operators stil] 
receive good profits. Instead, the avenues of 
competition are closed in both directions by 
foolish, repressive tariff laws, and the coal 
bosses, secure in the monopoly of the domes- 
tic field, combine to limit arbitrarily the sup- 
ply of a prime necessity of life and extort 
the highest possible prices. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there is no 
duty on anthracite, the great cual-ring con- 
spiracy finds its foothold in the coal tariff 
laws. If the ports of the United States were 
free to imported soft coal the majority of the 
consumers of anthracite could use the cheap- 
er fuel in case of necessity and thus protect 
themselves from the extortions of the Penn- 
sylvania coal ring. In that event the coal 
monopolists of the United States would be 
compelled to enlarge their production, bring 
about an increased consumption by furnish- 
ing a supply at low rates, and seek for re- 
turns in smaller profits on a larger volume of 
business. Free competition in bituminous 
coal would do something towards breaking 


wp the monopoly of the anthracite ring. 


If the United States would repeal the tariff 
on coal Canada would quickly and gladly 
take off the retaliatory duty, and the 
gain of new markets would more than 
compensate the bosses for the loss of 
neediess and unjustifiable tariff bounty. 
Coal ought to be one of the first articles put 
on the free list this winter. Itis an article 
produced only in limited areas, but absolute- 
ly necessary in nearly every part of the 


country for manufacturing purposes and for 


the comfort of every family. The tariff on 
coal is oppressive, injurious, and wholly un- 
justifiable; it fosters artificial monopolies, 
damages labor and productions, enables con- 
Spirators to forestall the market, causes need- 
less hardship, and damages the laboring 
classes, 


REDUCING RENT IN IRELAND. 
What is known as the United Ireland plan 


of campaign,” adopted by the Irish tenants 
in their warfare with the evicting landlords, 
isa very simple one, and it seems to be ef- 
fectual. It consists in the tenants offering 
the landlord a rental measured by the late 
decline in crops—from 60 to 75 per cent of 
the old rent—and in case this sum is refused 
the whole amount is deposited in bank in the 
name of a trustee representing all the ten- 
ants. Should the landlord at any time ac- 
cede to the demands of the farmers the 
money is ready for him. Should any tenant 
go and make a private bargain with the 
landlord he forfeits the amount paid 
into the common fund. Under the 
circumstances there are very few black 
sheep, and the landlord has to deal witha 
combination of all his tenants. He cannot 
proceed against them in detail with any pros- 
pect of success, This campaign plan” is 
adjudged legal and constitutional. The ten- 
ants have a perfect right to combine. The 
landlord can proceed for the recovery of the 
rent by distraint or eviction. But there is 
no use In evicting. No one will take the 
farm from which a tenant of the combination 
is evicted. Noone will buy the property of 
the tenant at a distraint auction. There 
seems to be no escape for the landlord ex- 
cept through surrender. 

The farmers, acting under the advice of 
the league, are behaving with moderation. 
Mr. Stead, editor of the Pall Mall Gazette, 


writing from Dublin Nov. 6, says: 


The country generally is more tranquil and re- 
duced rents are better paid than last year. This 
unexpected improvement is largely due to 
coéperation of the two Governments which rule 
in Ireland—the National League and the Castle. 
The National League, on the whole, has re- 
strained and steadied the people; the Castle has 
done its utmost to curb the landlords. The re- 
sult is that there have been comparatively few 
evictions since the present Government took 
office, and fewer outrages. 


The Government refuses to furnish troops 
to the extortionate landlords to aid them in 
evicting tenants, It even refuses to prose- 
cute evicted tenants who take forcible pos- 
session of their old farms. Thus a strange 
state of affairs presents itself in Ireland: A 
Tory Government codperating with the 
Land League to reduce rents and prevent 
eviction. The only danger which threatens 
comes from the social position and conse 
quent political influence of the landlords, 
The dangerous character in Ireland,” as 


Mr. Stead says— 


is the landlord, who is either an absentee, like 
Lord Clauricarde, or a mere nominal landlord 
whose estate is so incumbered that he has prac- 
tically nothing to live on if he makes any abate- 
ment—that is to say, the dangerous character is 
the landlord who cannot or will not make reduc- 
tions on rents fixed when — were high to 
tenants who are honestly willing to pay as much 
as they possibly can. To put this dangerous 
character under restraint, the Government have 
no legal, but many administrative, judicial, and 
personal resources. 


Those resources seem to be ample. But 
will they be applied in every case? Will they 
be applied, for instance, in the case of Lord- 
Lieutenant Castlereagh’s Londonderry es- 
tate, where the tenants, nearly all Protest- 
ants, demand a reduction of 40 percent, and 
have resolved in case their demand is not 
complied with to adopt the United Ircland 
plan of campaign, of putting its reduced rent 
in the hands ot trustees and sitting down and 
waiting ? So far matters have worked satis- 
tactorily to the tenants. The landlords are 
coming forward one after the other and com- 
promising on the best terms that are offered.

The meeting of the West Side property- 
owners interested in the Jackson street double 
bridge will probably convince the boodie Al- 
dermen that it will be for their best interest to 
vote in favor of the Stewart avenue ordinance 
presented by the Mayor at the Council meet- 
ing last Monday night.

Cardinal Jacobini Resigus— Trouble Brew- 
ing for the Vatican. 

Rome, Nov. 21.—!Copyright, 1886, James 
Gordon Bennett.]—Cardinai Jacobini has per- 
emptorily resigned. He is sorely afflicted with 
dropsy. However, the quidnuncs say the wily 
prelate scents coming trouble between the 
Vatican and the Quirinal. He is known to en- 
tertain in private the belief that Leo must 
soon leave Rome. The anti-clerical party 
have almost daily increased their insults to 
the Pope, and these recentiy cuiminated in an 
eruptuon of Garibaidians into the Vatican it- 
self. Jacobini’s successor will, it is thougbt, 
be Cardinal Czachi. 

It is reported that the Pope wrote to Em- 
peror Francis Joseph asking him to intervene 
on the ground that be would be obliged to quit 
nome unless the position of the Vatican im- 
proved, as the anti-clerical party was taking 
every chance to insult him. Emperor Francis 
Joseph bas not repiied yet. There is much 
intriguing to succeed Jacobiniif he should be 
allowed to retire.

The Captain of the steamer Normartin, 
which foundered off Oozima, Japan, has been 
committed for trial for manslaughter, it being 
held that he is responsible for the drowning of 
the passengers on his vessel. 


The New st. Louis Stock-Lards. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 21.—The project for 
pbuilding new and extensive stock-yards in the 


western part of this city, 
broached by the International Range Associa- 
tion and has been vigorously pushed by mem- 
bers of that organization in conjunction with 
capitalists of this city and the East, bas so 
far progressed that the firat instailment 
on the land designed for the yards 
has been paid, and the enterprise will be 
carried to as early completion as money can 
accomplish. The yards wiil embrace about 
200 acres of land west of the city, lying be- 
tween the tracks of the Missouri Pacific and 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroads, and 
possessing all the elements necessary for the 
purpose. The improvements will be of 
tne best class in every respect 
and the facilities for bandling stock of all 
kinds and for the transactiov of business will 
be ampie to meet all the requirements of the 
present and the future. A charter will be 
procured within ten days and a company 
formed and officers elected, Dut who the ofli- 
cers will be or the amount of capital stock bas 
not yet transpired.

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A WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


SOUTHERN STOCKS VERY POPULAR IN 
THE MARKET, 


A Legitimate Amount of Building Places 
the Roads on a Firm Basis--The Star of 
the New-Fashioned Brokers in the As- 
cendant—The Fever of Speculation— 
Dealing in Mexican Securities—A Col- 
lapse of the Western Roads Prophesied 
Features of the Week, 

New York, Nov. 20.—|Svecial.|—The Times’ 
financial article says: Stock speculation suf- 
fers no abatement. In some directions the 


last weex has seen it grow and spread mate-~ 


rially. Little that is new has developed to add 
evidence to the country’s prosperity; but 
much has occurred to show the temper of Wall 
street's *“‘public’’ and to prove the strength 
of existing speculative influences. The fever 
ison. People are not stopping to argue over- 
much over trade’s undercurrents or to worry 
over the intricacies of intrinsic values; enough 
for the crowd itis to see that the Stock E- 
change bas all its brokers busy and that 
stock after stock is showing the infiu- 
ence of activity, Others than the professional 
contingent are dabbling in the market, be- 
cause dabbling pays. Prices are dangerously 
high, so a number of old-fashioned conserva- 
tive brokerage houses have lately been warn- 
ing their customers. Tne market is deteriorat- 
ing into a wildcat jubilee, so they insist, with 
more or less logic to back up their preaching: 
they see disaster ahead. But the old-fashioned 
broker is neither abundant nor influential in 
Wall street just now. The new fashioned 
broker is in control. And the new fashioned 
broker is beim full of hope and is intrepid to 
the last degree. “Nothing risked, nothing 
won, is bis motto, broadened into the more 
you risk the more you win.” 

Thus it bas been that the active men in 
stock-speculating circles have deciined to heed 
the pessimists of the old school; and, as is 
ever the case, be who talks the most hopefully 
bas the most followers, and the warnings that 
conservative brokers bave issued, instead of 
effecting what was aimed at—the exercise of 
great caution, if not total abstinence, in spec- 
uiation for the time being—have only switched 
their customers into other brokers’ offices. 
The old-fashioned broker may have the satis- 
faction of feeling that a duty has been dis- 
charged; the new-fashioned broker has the 
satisfaction of bandling the commissions. 

But while no abatement has come changes of 
significance are seen. That list of old stand- 
bys—the securities on the Far West and Nortb- 
west ralilways, for so jong @ time the leaders of 
all Wall street speculaton—is finally neglect- 
ed. The Grangers are apparently not the 
things to conjure with that they were. Time 
was when they monopolized the Stock Ex- 
change de s, and by their movements 
practicaliy dictated the course of the rest of 
the market. The last few weeks have seen 
them tumble into comparative insiguiticance. 
The West gives way to the South; Dixie is be- 
coming king in Wall street. Only a 
casual giance over the daily dealings 
of the Stock Exchange is needed to 
show how true this 6. Southern securities 
make up the big figures that show total trans- 
tons. There are many reasons for the change. 
The South is more prosperous than any ocber 
section of the couatry today. Facts abound in 
proof of this. During the last 6ix years 
381.000.000, 000 bas been added to the wealth 
of the old twelve Southern States. Nothing to 
be compared to this bas ever happened in the 
land before. A kindred advance has been 
seen ip one or two quickly-growing Western 
States— Kansas, for instance—Dut no group 
of States can in any wise approach the 
record. The South, after all its loss of blood 
and waste of wealth, bas grown stronger than 
ever in the aristocratic ante-be:lum days it 
ciaimed to be. Iudustry bassupplanted sloth; 
work is no longer a meniai’s badge. The turn- 
ing-point ia the South's condidion came when 
baif of ber great cotton was raised by white 
labor, as officia! figures show the last crop was. 
And here is a line worth a volume ip testimony 
of the new order of things South; “In Al- 
bama during this last year every dollar of tax 
assessed bas been collected excepting oniy 
850.“ Is there any Northern State that can 
show so clean a bill of health from the tax 
collector? People do not pay taxes when they 
bave no money. 

Those who lead in Wall street speculation 
Stock Exchange bell-wethers—bave not been 
slow to appreciate this new Southern era of 
better times. All west of Chicago there is 
complexity and perplexity in the railway situ- 
ation. The big roads are not only invading 
one anotner’s territory in a most reckless fash- 
ion, but, worse far, they are indulging ill teel- 
ings and show seifisb, dog-in-the-manger spirits, 
and are using what monetary credit 
they have to parallel competition where 
there is neither need nor excuse 
for such athing. The result must come with 
a crash some time. It may be deferred, but 
where there is not business enough to go 
around somebody has got to be a loser, and 
Northwestern railroads can't put off judgment- 
day torever. Inthe South there is not this 
intense competition. Paying territory is not 
overcrowded with railways, and Southern 
wildernesses are not made bieaker by paraileis 
with long hones of empty cars whirling on 
emptier errands from nowhere to nowhere. 
Aud this is now the South is different from 
much of the Northwest. 

What can be done in a Southern securitr 
bas been shown within the last week or two in 
the case ot the Richmond & West Point Ter- 
minal Company. The Times’ news columns 
bave told of the magnificent coup by which 
Alfreé Sully and his colleagues gained control 
first of the terminal aud then gathered in the 
Richmond & Danville Railway—a feat that 
nobody in Wall street one week ago could have 
believed within the range of possibility, so 
strong bas the old Danville Board of Directors 
been popularly regarded. There are hiuts that 
amount almost to official promises that what 
bas become known is but the preface to much 
more astonishing things in store. The com- 
plete unificavon of all the distinctive Southern 
railway lines is suggested; if the suggestion 
develope into reality we have seen but the 
beginning of activity in the South’s securities. 
Not only railroad, but Southern industrial 
enterprises forge to the front. 

The American Cotton-Oil Trust certificates 
—practically the stock of the monopoly cor- 
porauons maxing oll from cotton-seed—have 
been among the buoyant things of the week, 
rising without apparent effort ten points 
or more. The stock and bonds of 
the St. Louis, Arkansas, and Texas 
Railway,one of the recent features of the mar- 
ket, have been comparatively quiet for the 
reason, it ia believed, that strong European 
investors bave sought the opportunity to pick 
up a big line both of the bonds and the stock. 
Europe, in tact, is now more than ever an act- 
ive buyer of our securities. In London, Paris, 
Amsterdam, and other Capitals gambim in 
* Americans bas become the fashionable 
fad, developing into astonishing proportions. 
Eastern trunk lines, seem to be bent on peace 
and harmony, but Reading's reorganization is 
stili a puzzle and drawback. There have been 
some strange things lately in the gas stocks. 
It is known that most of the influential people 
in the Consolidated Gas Company have been 
large buyers of stock lately, but the market 
price Das been hammered somewhat, and in a 
way suggestive of manipulauon. The com- 
pany’s annual meeting, close at hand, will 
show tne effects of the reduced price of 
gas on earnings—effects that the public 
generally has reason to believe bave 
been far from unfavorable. Bonds are 
growing tobe more and more a feature of 
Stock Exchange dealings. One issue that has 
suddenly become cobdspicuocus is the State 
bonds of Mexico,which, under an arrangement 
with the Mexican Government, are now being 
retunded into 8 per cents. It ts believed that 
the interest will hereafter be paid regularly. 
and prominent New-Yorkers who are inter- 
ested in them are in bigh spirits over the 
change for the Detter, and predict that 
the course ot the market will speedily 
testify togtheir improved intrinsic value. 
The West Shore Rallroad bonds have 
been afeature of the market. The current 
earnings ot the West Shore Railroad show 
conclusively that whatever New York Cen- 
tral's dividend may be, whether it goes higher 
or lower, the West Shore bond interest is safe 
beyond peradventure. The road's big business 
bas led to maraed activity in tne bonds, which 
have begun to rise on the inquiry that has come 
with the increasing knowledge of their in- 
trinsic value. — * whose estimates are 
taken by conservative men in Wall street 
anticipate that the West Shore bonds will sell 
at 110 to 115 soon. They have features that 
make them specially tempting to the genuine 
investors.

‘SOME QUEER PENSIONERS. 


THE ROMANTIC STORY OF VETERAN 
JOHN MONCRIEF, 


Becoming Insane During Sherman’s March 
to the Sea He Receives the Largest 
Pension Ever Granted by the Govern- 
ment—The Peculiar Disease Which Af- 
flicts John Snyder—Possessed of a Spirit 
of Unrest He Walks Nearly Seventy- 
four Miles Every Day. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 20,—[Special.]—It 
transpires that the sold ler— John T. Moncrief 
for whom the largest pension payment ever 
made in this country was recetpted at the 
agency in this city this weck was an Illinois 
soldier, not a Hoosier at all. Moncrief is a 
Veteran of the Mexican War and the War of 
the Rebellion. In the late War ‘he enlisted in 
Company G. Eieventh Illinois Cavalry. His 
pension dates from July 31, 1864, when, in 
action in Sherman's campaign, he was 
injured and became  vyiolently insane. 
He was taken to the guard-house 
and, on examination by surgeons, was seat to 
the Government Hospital for the Insane at 
Washington, where he has been confined since. 
His injury was to his spinal cord and was oc- 
casioned by his horse, which bad been shot, 
fallmg upon him. For a long time after this 
battle bis wife, who now lives at Greenfield, 
this State, never heard anything about him 
and supposed bim dead. His whereabouts 
were then communicated to her by the officers 
of his regiment. 

Up to the time of receiving the pension 
neither his wife nor family have visited him 
as they are in very humble circumstances. She 
bas, however, managed to raise their five chil- 
dren without help from anybody. It took fir- 
teen years’ effort to secure the pension. The 
oase was resisted in every way possible by the 
Government, and rejected on three different 
occasions by the Pension Department, which 
claimed that the disability existed prior to 
eulistment. His discharge from the army is 
dated July, 1880, to take effect July 31. 1864. 

The rolle of the Indianapolis agency contain 
the names of a number of prisoners who bave 
drawn nearly as much as Moncrief. Among 
them is John Donnelly of Cannelton, Perry 
County. He was Captain ot Company G, Fitty- 
third Indiana, and has for mauy years been 
bopelesiy insane. During Sherman's march 
to the sea be was detailed to take charge 
of great stores of surplus baggage of 
the army. This was captured by the 
Rebels, and be, with other prisoners taken at 
the same time, was sent to Libby Prison. Ex- 
posure, the hardships of prison life, and brood- 
ing over the loss of these stores made him 
insane. He was long an inmate of the Indiana 
Hospital for the Insane, but is now a barmless, 
He lives with an only daughter 
at Canveiton. The Government, in settling 
bis accounts and arrears, paid him $1,200, and 
ne bas since drawn over $12,000 in pension 
money. 

The reports concerning the condition of Jobn 
Owen Sayder of Millgrove, Blackford County, 
recall tne circumstances of one of the most 
peculiar afflictions ever visited upon humanity. 
Three years ago a nervous troudie came upon 
him, from which he found relief only by waik- 
ing until completely exhausted. His strange 
malady grew upon bim, and he would get up 
in the middle of the night and walk five, ten, or 
fifteen miles. Since the beginning of his trouble 
the time that Snyder has been off his feet will 
not aggregate over a very few hours. Eating 
or sleeping, in daylight or darkness, he keeps 
up his travols and perpetual tramp. Around 
his house there is a beaten path afoot deep, 
worn by months of incessant walking. He 
00s at a steady gait of a little over three miles 
an bour, or seventy-four miles in every twen- 
ty-four hours, 518 miles each week, 2,220 
miles every month, 27,000 miles a year. In 
the last two years te has footed it as 
far as twice around the globe. At first be was 
believed to be insane, and was brought to the 
asylum bere, but it was seen thet he was not a 
subject for treatment and he was released. 
He has walked ever since, and cannot stop. 
He is rational on all topics, but in answer to 
queries relative to his marvelous afiliction 
simply says be cannot stop. It he halts for a 
few seconds his legs become cramped. He is 
apparently in the most acute agony, and there 
is no rest or relief hut to resume 
his walk. itis stated that some months ago, 
by the use of opiates, Snyder was put to sleep 
in a recumbeut position. Upon awakening be 
was 60 surcharged with the demon of unrest 
that possesses him that he sprang up and ran 
for five bours at a tweive-mile gait, and then 
lapsed into his natural rate of speed. Until he 
runs down, Suyder will remain the most re- 
markable specimen of perpetual motion ever 
discovered. He shaves bimself as he goes 
about his beaten track, and takes bis nourish- 
ment as he walks. He never lies down to 
sieep, but sits down ina chair and rests and 
sleeps in that position. His appetite and di- 
gestion are perfect, and his muscles and 
tendons as firm as rawhide. He is now 55 
years of age, and bids fair to live for some 
time set. This case seems to be beyond the 
cowprebension of pbysicians, specialists, and 
scientists.

RESUME OF THE INTELLIGENCE IN 
“THE TRIBUNE” OF YESTERDAY. 


Jefferson Davis Fears to Make Public the 
Secret Correspondence Relating to the 
Northwestern Conspiracy—The Convict 
Contract-Labor Amendment—Lake Die- 
asters in the Storm of Thursday and 
Friday—Jackson Street Bridge— Essence 
of Foreign Happenings. 

Jef! Davis is very uawilling that the history 
of the Northwestern conspiracy should be 
made public. Ina letter to Manly Teilo, edit- 
or of the Catholic Universe of Cleveland. O., he 
expresses a decided opinion of the “ impro- 
priety of publishing the correspondence of 
our Northwestern friends with the Confeder- 
ates who beld intercourse with them,” as 
contemplated by the editor of the Southern 
Bivouac, which is published at Louisvilie. 

Archbishop Corrigan of New York, in bis 
pastoral letter on the proceedings of the Arcb- 
diocesan Synod, warns the peopie to be on their 
guard against certain unsound principies aad 
theories which assail the rights of property, 
as they are today proclaimed and espoused by 
many who would not willfully advocate what 
18 wrong. He points out what be claims to be 
the fallacy of these theories, and advises the 
peopie to rely on the teachings of the church 

The statement that the present policy of the 
Knights of Labor would be opposed by the 
Trade and Labor Union which holds its con- 
vention at Columbus, O., Dec. 8, is expressly 
denied by General-Secretary MoGuire of the 
Brotherbood of Carpenters and Joiners.

The Demoralization in Transcontinental 

Rates—No Prospect of an Adjustment. 

Commissioner Midgley of the Southwestern 
Railway Association and the managers of a 
number ot Western roads had a conference 
with Commissioner Blanchard of the Central 
Traffic Association regarding the refusal of the 
Eastera lines to prorate any longer with the 
Western roads on Pacitic coast traffic except 
upon a mileage basis. The trunk lines bave 
heretofore been getting 22 percent of the 
through rate, whicb they claim leaves them no 
profit with the prevailing low California rates. 
The Western roads claimed that the demand 
of tne trunk lines is unjust, as the cut 
in through rates is caused by the 
competition of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company from New York and the 
Canadian Pacific from New Engiand points, and 
consequently the Eastern lines were as much 
interested in forcing those lines to terms as 


the roads west from Chicago. Commissioner | 


Bianchard stated that he was powerless to do 
anything in the matter without the concur- 
rence of Commissioner Fink, and promised to 
bave a conterence with that geutleman. 

The representatives of the transcontinental 
lines expect to meet in this city this week to 
see if some agreement cannot be reached by 
which California rates can be restored to a 
paying basis. The managers of the Canadian 
Pacific have been invited to attend the meet- 
ing. There is but little prospect, however, 
that the Canadian Pacific will be represented. 
as thie road seems to be determined to keep 
up its competition against the American lines. 
The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, it is stated, 
is also opposed to attending a meeting for the 
purpose of restoring transcontinental rates so 
long as the fight between the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company and the Southern Pacific 
(Sunset Route) bas not been adjusted. 


The New Line to Montreal. 

Sr. PAUL, Minon., Nov. 21.—| Special. |—E. F. 
Drake, a member of the syndicate building the 
Duluta, South Skore & Atlantic, the new line 
between St. Paul and Montreal, returned Fri- 
day from New York. Interviewed yesterday 
Mr. Drake said: The money necessary to 
build the line has been raised by the syndic- 
ate, which is composed of strong parties in 
Detroit, Chicago, and St. Paul. The road will 
be completed by Oct. 1, 1887. The contract 
for its construction has been let to Brown, 
Howard & Co. of New York, and work will be 
commenced by them as soon as the surveys 
now making are finished. Eighty-pound steel 
rails have been purchased for the whole line. 
The Canada line from Montreal will be com- 
pleted next spring to Sauit Ste. Marie. The 
completion of the Duluth, South Shore & At- 
lantic will give St. Paul anew line to tide- 
water several hundred miles shorter than any 
other route.” 


The Santa Fe's New Line. 

Keoxuk, la., Nov. 20.—Articles of incor- 
poration of the Chicago, Kansas & Western 
Railway were flied with the County Recorder 
today. The capital stock is $31,500,000, divided 
in shares of $100 each. The line of the rail- 
way will be constructed from a pointon the 
Mississippi River in Lee County, Iowa, in a 
southwestern direction through Missouri to 
Kansas City. The incorporators are George 
R. Peck, E. Wilde, C. W. Smith, George W. 
McCrary, and A. S. Johnson. This is the pre- 
posed Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé’s line, 
and it is reported that the construction will 
begin in the spring. 


A New Western Road.
